The speech, Mr. Roosevelt’s sec- 
ond ::nce returning yesterday from 
Honolulu, was delivered after he 
had been welcomed tumultously by 
assembled citizens of Idaho and 
Washington and had inspected the 
work done on the big dam.

Young Nazis were typing orders 
for dispatching to unrevealed des- 
tinations, and the generalissimo 
himself was surrounded by subor- 
dinate leaders, one of whom was an 
officer in the Austrian army until 
July .25, the day the Nazi revolt 
broke out. 

“The Fight Goes On.” 

It was hot, and Kammerhofer, a 
stockily-built blond Teuton with a 
muscular chest, was at ease, his soft 
blue shirt open at the neck and his 
well-creased gray trousers support- 
jed by suspenders. He looked as 
though he had come from tennis 
rather than from a revolution. 

“We are not finished,” he began 
explosively. “The fight for German 
Austria’s freedom will go on. True, 
our military resistance has been 
temoprarily broken.

Settlement Follows Six 
Hours of Conferences- 
With Gen. Johnson — 
Union Claims Victory. 


MEN TO GO BACK 
TO JOBS TONIGHT 


Regular Employes Will Be 
Guarahteed 48 Hours’ 
Work a Week and ‘‘Ex- 
tras’ 40 Hours.

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—The strike of 
livestock handlers at the Union 
Stockyards was settled late today 
after NRA Administrator Johnson 
had spent six hours in conferences 
with employers and employes. The 
strike began 12 days ago. 

The night shift of the 800 strik- 


ing employes of the Union Stock- 
yards and Transit Co. will return to 
their jobs tomorrow, and the yards 
again will be wide open for trad- 
ing. 
The settlement was based on the 
agreement.reached by mediators be- 
fore Federal Judge Philip I. Sulli- 
van to halt a strike last year. The 
terms reached today guaranteed 48 | 
hours’ work a week for all regu- 
larly employed handlers. So-called 
“extra” employes will be guaran- 
teed at least 40 hours’ work a week 
in any week that receipts. reach 
4000 cars. Receipts fall below that 
figure only on unusually light 
weeks. 

Union leaders hailed the settle- 
ment as a victory, explaining that 
for the first time their two major 
demands had been met—those for 
a 48-hour week and for a. recog- 
nized minimum of pay or work for 
the “extra-men.” 

No wage angles were included in 
the peace terms, 

The union previously had said 
that when Judge Sullivan’s settle- 
ment provided a minimum of 40 
hours a week, the company took 
advantage of that provision to re- 
duce working hours for many em- 
ployes to 40 hours when the major- 
ity before the settlement had been 
working 48 hours. 

O. T. Henkle, general manager, 
said the company had lived up to 
all terms of the Sullivan agreement, 
effective until June 1, 1935. He sug- 
gested that the union take the dis- 
pute to Judge Sullivan as a matter 
of appeal, but the union refused. 

The NRA Administrator, ‘who 
insisted he was “pushed” into nego- 
tiations here, arrived Thursday as 
chief speaker at “NRA Day” at 
the World’s Fair.

It was symbolic of the new oath 
of personal loyalty to the Chancel- 
lor and also of his assumption of 
Presidential powers. 

Hitler Watching Reaction. 

Hitler has been watching the 
world reaction to his virtual coup 
d’etat in making himself both ex- 
ecutive and Chancellor, and is well 
aware of the fears expressed in 
many quarters, especially in Amer- 
ica, that Von Hindenburg’s death 
may have removed the last break 
on radicalsm. 

He is expected to give some reas- 
suring statements in that regard. 

Even with other matters press- 
ing, the Hitler Government today 
issued an order suspending for two 
weeks the anti-semitic weekly “Der 
Stuermer,” published by Julius 
Streicher. 

The action was based on an at- 
tack in the paper on President 
Maszryk of Czecho-Slovakia, which 
said he is half Jewish. 

(Streicher has been a prominent 
Nazi leader and campaigner against 
Jews, whom he accused in one issue 
of his paper of plotting to kill Hit- 
ler. That issue was suppressed by

Senator Borah of idaho contend- 
ed bakery code authorities lacked 
a “constitutional right” to compel 
higher prices. NRA replied that the 
bakery code conferred the right to 
increase prices on no one. 

Further, in the case of a Glenns 
Ferry (Idaho) baker, whom Borah 
advised to disregard an order for a 
price increase, NRA said the direc- 
tion came simply from another bak- 
er who had no official status. 

Someone Overenthusiastic. 

The recovery organization’s stand 
was upheld by the code authority 
of the baking industry. Its acting 
chairman, Eugene Lipp of Chicago, 
telegraphed the Recovery Adminis- 
tration: 

“Reference newspaper story 
about bread prices in Glenns Ferry, 
Idaho, nothing in bakers’ code giv- 
ing anyone authority to tell anyone 
else at what price he must sell his 
products. There is _ protection 
against destructive price-cutting, 
but this authority rests with NRA 
in Washington. 

“We have created no _ regionai 
code authority in Idaho. Therefore 
someone has acted without authori- 
ty which should be charged to local 
overenthusiasm and not to the bak- 
ers’ code authority, nor to the 
NRA.” 


Discussion began after E. W. Nes- 
tor of Glenns Ferry asked Borah if 
he should comply with an order is- 
sued by Sid Graves of Twin Falls 
to charge housewives a cent more a 
loaf. Borah told Nestor to disregard 
the order, volunteered to supply le- 
gal defense in event of prosecution, 
and said: 

“I contend that they have no 
right to direct you to increase the 
price of your bread. I not only con- 
tend they have no _ constitutional 
right, but that it is indefensible in 
morals and economics.” 

Says Brcad Is Up a Cent. 

Borah said also there had been 
a general bread price increase of a 
cent a loaf throughout the country. 
NRA lacked figures for the nation, 
but said the bread price structure 
was handled on a marketing area 
basis and not nationally. 

“Practically all prices we have 
indorsed have been to help the lit- 
tle and moderate-sized baker,” 
White said. “Since last autumn the 
industry as a whole has been in bad 
shape, especially the little fellow 
who has been throttled by chains 
and big bakers. 

“There is no authority behind 
bakery prices, but we are co-operat- 
ing in areas where we know small 
bakers are hard hit and we want 
them to know we are going to help 
them compete with their bigger 
competitors.” 

As White explained it, chain 
stores were an important factor in 
the bread price situation. He out- 
lined this typical procedure: | 

Bakers who find themselves un- 
able to compete with quantity dis- 
tributors form a local authority to 
seek price stabilization. The State 
NRA director meets with them and 
studies representative financial 
statements. U ually Karl Hauck, 
Consumers’ Advisory Board mem- 
ber especially assigned to the bak- 
ing industry, also makes a study.

MAN SHOT BY CRIPPLE 
IN ROW OVER DOG, DIES 


George Meier, Wounded Four 
Times Last Sunday, Suc- 
cumbs at City Hospital. 


George Meier, a 40-year-old car- 
penter, died yesterday afternoon at 
City Hospital of bullet wounds suf- 
fered last Sunday night when John 
MacCash, a crippled guitar player, 
emptied a revolver at him. 

After the shooting, which oc- 
curred in a garage back of Mac- 
Cash's home at 368 Pope avenue, 
which he had permitted Meier to 
occupy, the cripple surrendered to 
police and related that he fired 
after Meier had kicked his dog 
and -had threatened to kick him 
also. 

MacCash, who make a living 
playing in taverns and is able to 
move about only by holding his 
ankles with his hands and placing 
one foot before the other, said that 
Meier replied to his rebuke by re- 
torting, “Come on out here and I'll 
give you a kicking, too.” 

Later, MacCash went to the ga- 
rage to get a paint brush. Mac- 
Cash continued, taking a .32 caliber 
revolver with him. 

“When I got to the garage Meier 
was there,” he said, “and jumped 
up from his cot saying, ‘What I 
said this morning still goes.’ He 
started for me. I knew I didn’t 
have a chance to defend myself, so 
I shot him.” 

MacCash, who is 24 and has a 
wife and infant daughter, fired six 
shots, four of them taking effect. 
When he was brought before Meier 
at City Hospital the wounded man 
said, “No, he‘s my friend. He's not 
the man who shot me.” -

Tonight the body of Hindenburg, 
dressed in his Field Marshal’s uni- 
form, sealed in a zinc coffin, lay 
in state in the great hall of the 
Neudeck manor that was given him 
by the German people. From the 
East Prussian countryside thou- 
sands flocked to pay their respects. 

One inscription on a floral piece 
read: “To my great Field Mar- 
shal.” 

This was from ex-Kaiser Wilhelm. 
The wreath was twined with the 
black, white and red imperial col- 
ors. It lay on the coffin. 

On Monday at midnight the pro- 
cession to Tannenberg, 36 miles 
southwest of Neudeck, will begin.

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Prospects to Help His Son 


Elder Metcalfe, Nebraska Democrat, Makes 


Way for “Ted,” Republican, Who Wants 
to Be Governor.

Oo Neb. Aug. 4. — There 
couldn’t be two Metcalfe candidates 
from the same Metcalfe family in 
the Nebraska election this year, so 
R. L, Metcalfe, prominent Demo- 
crat, threw away his ¢hances to go 
to the United States Senate as a 
Democrat in order that his son, 
Theodore W. Metcalfe, might have 
a clear field for the nomination for 
Governor as a Republican. 

R. L. Metcalfe, the Democrat, was 
editor of William J. Bryan’s Com- 
moner, was Governor of the Pana- 
ma Canal zone, was State. director 
of the NRA and is one of the best 
known men in the State. 

“Ted,” the son, has served a term 
as Lieutenant-Governor of Nebras- 
ka, during which time he was Act- 
ing Governor several] times; and is 
the creator of the “Great Navy of 
the State of Nebraska.” 

Young Theodore beat his father 
to the starting line and announced 
his candidacy for Governor long be- 
fore the senatorial lineup was or- 
ganized. And when committee aft- 
er committee of the father’s friends 
called on him to announce his can- 
didacy for the Senate, Mr. Metcalfe 
stood firm and declined, although 
he stood more than a 50-50 chance 
of the nomination. 

Aspirants for Senator. 

There are five candidates for the 
Democratic nomination for the Sen- 
ate in Nebraska this year, and with 
Metcalfe a sixth, his friends felt 
that “Dick” would -run away with 
the nomination. 

The Democratic senatorial candi- 
dates are Gov. Bryan, Congressman 
Burke, F. L. Bollen, A. T. Monohan 
and W. E. Reed, The big fight is 
between Bryan and Burke, and ev- 
erything indicated that, while the 
two leaders were fighting each oth- 
er, Metcalfe would have stepped in 
and captured the nomination. 

But that would have interfered 
with the chances of his son, Theo- 
dore, in his race for Governor. 

There are five candidates for the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor, Ted Metcalfe, George B. Clark, 
D. W. Griswold, C. A. Sorensen and 
G. W. Sterling. It is a three-cor- 
nered race between Metcalfe, Gris- 
wold and Sorensen, with Metcalfe 


having a shade the better of the 
fight.

Lee Seeking Support Here. 

Charles A. Lee, candidate for 
nomination for a fourth term as 
State Superinterdent of Public 
Schools, has beeh busy in St. Louis 
in recent days seeking St. Louis or- 
ganization support to offset that be- 
ing given his opponent, Lloyd W. 
King of Monroe City, by the Pen- 
dergast organization in Kansas 
City. 

No slate will be made by the 
Democratic City Committee, but 
Lee is hopeful of indorsement by a 
majority of committee members in 
their respective wards on the the- 
ory that they will not support Pen- 
Gergast’s choice. There is no great 
interest in the race. Grover M. Co- 
zean of Fredericktown is the third 
éandidate. 


The organization support in St. 
Louis for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Superintendent of Schools 
is being sought by Don Matthews 
of Sullivan and L. H. Coward of 
Springfield, some committee mem- 
bers having lined up for each. 
John T. Fitzsimmons of St. Louis, 


a Supreme Court Commissioner, 
Democrat ,nd Circuit Judge Wal- 
ter A. Higbee of Lancaster, Repub- 
lican, are unopposed for nomina- 
tions as Judge of the Supreme Court 
in Division No. 1.. 


Judge C. A. Leedy Jr. of the Su- 
preme Court has no opponent for 
the Democratic nomination for Di- 
vision No. 2 of the Supreme Court. 
However, two of the Republican 
candidates, Supreme Court Com- 
missioner Laurance M. Hyde, half- 
brother of Arthur M, Hyde, former 
Governor and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in the Hoover Cabinet, and 
State Senator Lon Kelly of Pine- 
ville have been active. Paul R. 
Miller of Richmond Heights has 
made no campaign.

BUDY OF BOY STUFFED 
BY TAXIDERMIST FOUND 


Uncovéred Near _ Ephraim, 
Utah—Police Investigate 
Apparent Murder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EPHRAIM, Utah, Aug. 4.—One of 
the most frightful crimes ever 
brougkt to the attention of Utah 
authorities was being investigated 
tonight following the discovery near 
here of a two-year-old boy who had 
been stuffed by a taxidermist and 
buried. in a small improvised coffin. 

The victim of the fantastic crime 
was found on a hillside two miles 
from the town limits by two curious 
youngsters—Gene Larson and Hal 
Olson, who took the coffin and the 
body to Sheriff J. L. Peterson. 

The boys made the discovery 
when they saw the end of a box 
sticking from the hillside, where 
they were playing. They dug it up 
and found the body. 

J. L. Neilsen, a taxidermist called 
into the case by Sheriff Peterson, 
said the body—in an excellent state 
of preservation—was that of a white 
child about two years old and that 
the taxidermy was the work of an 
expert. 

Neilsen was unable to estimate 
the length of time the boy had been 
dead and authorities were unable 
to trace any record of a missing 
child in this vicinity, leading to the 
theory that the child may have been 
murdered, stuffed, and then brought 
here from somewhere else |for dis- 


posal.

Hundred Names Which 
It Challenges. 


In response to the request of 
James A. Waechter, chairman of 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers, for evidence supporting the 
charge 
St. Louis have been padded, the 
Milligan - for - Senator Campaign 


to the board a list of several hun- 
dred names and addresses, stated 
to be improper registrations in the 
Twentieth, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and 
Sixteenth Wards. 

Chairman Waechter, after mak- 


‘jing a casual examination of the 
‘|complaints, said that most of them 


appeared to be “absurd,” but that 
special deputies would investigate 
each case, beginning early Monday 
morning, and completing their work 
before the day is over. 

“They complain of less than 400 
names in a registration of 342,000,” 
Waechter said: “That looks to me 
like a pretty gocd registration.” 

In answer to this statement, 
Hamp Rothwell, manager of the 
Milligan campaign, who made the 
complaint, said last night that his 
complaint was based on a check 
of less than a dozen of the city’s 
669 precincts. 

Some Inaccuracies Expected. 

Waechter pointed out that some 
inaccuracies in the registration list 
might be expected, as the last date 
for registering was June 21, and 
the Milligan committee gathered its 
information late in July. Particu- 
larly in the downtown wards, 
Waechter said, it may be found 
that some voters have moved from 
the addresses at which they regis- 
tered, while others have died dur- 
ing the month that intervened. 

The charge of improper regis- 
tration was made by Rothwell, who 
wrote to Circuit Attorney Miller 
and United States District Attorney 
Blanton Friday night, asking their 
co-operation in obtaining a fair 
eiection. 

Terming Rothwell’s charge a 
“publicity stunt,” Waechter chal- 
lenged him to present his evidence 
to the Election Board. Rothwell 
declired to do that, but said he 
would lay it before Waechter if the 
Election Board chairman would 
visit the Milligan headquarters in 
the Marquette Hotel. 

Waechter sent two clerks from 
his office to the Milligan headquar- 
ters, with a request that the infor- 
mation be given to them, which was 


done. 
Letter to Rothwell. 


In a letter to Rothwell, presented 
by the clerks, Waechter said, “This 
board cannot permit accusations of 
this nature, no matter how absurd 
and ridiculous they are, to pass un- 
noticed. I desire to say that the 
board has at all times exerted all 
its energies toward maintenance of 
absolutely fair and honest elec- 
tions, and will so conduct itself in 
the future. 

“Therefore, if there is one iota of 
truth in your accusations, will you 
please give the bearers of this let- 
ter, Thomas Gannon and John C. 
O’Brien, such information as you 
may have regarding alleged im- 
proper registration in the city of 
St. Louis. 

“Upon receipt of such informa- 
tion, this board will forthwith in- 
vestigate each and every person or 
location you may designate, in or- 
der to ascertain the truth or falsity 
of your statements, and if any per- 
son or persons are found to be im- 
properly registered on the poll 
books, their names will immediate- 
ty be erased and they will not be 
permitted to vote at the primary on

Waechter sent copies of his let- 
ter to the Circuit Attorney and 
United States District Attorney. 
Rethwell, in his letters to them, 
had related that the Milligan organ- 
ization was gathering information 
on improper registrations, precinct 
by precinct, and would submit it to 
them in a few days.

Fourth Ward that you might not 
be interested, and for the further 
reason that President Igoe of the 
Police Board and yourself have 
been so busily engaged in local poli- 
tics in helping frame up slates for 
the local primaries and in directing 
the Cochran campaign that you 
might not have time to give your 
attention to this matter until after 
the primary was over. 
“I also took it from your recent 
publised statements predicting an 
unprecedentedly large primary vote 
that you might consider any accu- 
sations in regard to padded regis- 
tration from vacant lots and empty 
houses ‘absurd and ridiculous.’”

Igoe has spoken at 
several Cochran meetings but 
Waechter has taken no active part 
in the campaign. 
Walthter has predicted a vote of 
about 200,000 in the primary, an un- 
usually large vote for an “off-year” 
election. The large vote, he thinks, 
will be caused by the interest in 
the Democratic senatorial race and 
the unusually large number of 
Democratic contests for local of- 
fices.

Summary of Issues. 


A campaign against renomination 


of Circuit Judge Jerry Mulloy, 


eral years ago, has been carried on 
in St. Louis County by the Taxpay- 
ers’ Protective Association, formed 
originally to obtain repeal of the 
sewer law, and headed by John E, 
Mooney, Clayton lawyer. 

Judge Mulloy ‘has been making 
an active campaign and replying to 
his critics with the statement that 
his record on the bench offers ade- 
quate answer to them. 


Virtually a stranger in St. Louis; § 


County when he was appointed to 
the Circuit hench to fill the unex- 
pired term oz Judge G. A. Wurde- 
man who resigned Nov. 1, 1927, 
Mulloy has become one of the most 
widely-known county officials. 

Without the voluntary aid of any 
of the Republican factions, he mo- 
bilized reform-minded elements and 
demonstrated his ability as a two- 
fisted practical politician by win- 
ning nomination to succeed himself 
in the Republican primary nine 
months after he took the bench. 

His County Clean-Up Drive. 

Mulloy’s candidacy appealed to 
the better element in county poli- 
tics. He denounced dog racing and 
ether forms of gambling and set 
out to clean up the county, taking 
the stump. 

He succeeded in cleaning up the 
county. Gambling houses and 
speakeasies closed as his grand 
jury went into an extensive investi- 
gation of “existing conditions,” 

In the creation of this grand jury 
Mulloy demonstrated his resource- 
fulness. Never before had the 
method been employed in St. Louis 
County. Arbitrarily disqualifying 
Skeriff Wilmas, who had permitted 
the “existing conditions” to exist, 
Coroner Bopp and the County 
Court, Mulloy named an elisor for 
the purpose of drawing the jury. 

One of the points used against 
Mulloy in the present campaign is 
indictment by the grand jury of 
Fred Mueller, then Prosecuting At- 
torney and an opponent of Mulloy 
for the nomination to the bench, 
on a charge of bribery. The in- 
dictment was brought a few days 
before the primary election and 
Mueller was beaten. He was cleared 
of the charges after the election 
and two years later was elected 
Circuit Judge. 

Had Bodyguard in 1928. _ . 

During the 1928 campaign Mulloy 
Was accompanied by P. H. McAvoy 
as a bodyguard. Later McAvoy was 
sued by Charles C. Keck, engineer 
for the St. Ferdinand sewer dis- 
trict, for $9803. 
to services or consideration was 
made. Mulloy announced he had 
broken with McAvoy _ several 
months before. 

Mulloy had been active in forma- 
tion of a sewer district in Over- 
land before he was appointed Cir- 
cuit Judge. When he went on the 
bench he withdrew as attorney for 
the petitioners, leaving the case in 
the hands of his law partner, Free- 
land L. Jackson. 

Testifying in a suit to stop work 
in the Overland district four years 
ago, Jackson said that he, Mulloy, 
au- 
thor of the sewer bill bearing his 
name, and John H. Haley planned 
to form a law partnership and or- 
ganize and represent sewer districts 
before Mulloy was appointed Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

The partnership was not fermed 
because of Mulloy’s appointment. 
Haley became attorney for four 
districts and Wurdeman, after his 
resignation, formed the law firm

Judicial Appointments. 

Records in Mulloy’s court show 
that lawyers connected with the 
organization of sewer districts or 
who had a part in developments 
which placed Mulloy on the bench 
frequently have been recipients of 
judicial appointments as receivers, 
attorneys for receivers, referees in 
cases requiring long hearings, and 
special commissioners. 

Mulloy answers that in most 
cases receivers were named by 
agreement of the interested parties 
and that he has sought to choose 
referees from among the most able 
members of the County Bar. 

Ralph has received $6750 for serv- 
ing as receiver in one case and at- 
torney for the receiver in another. 
He has obtained no fee for two 
other appointments as receiver and 
one as referee. 

Haley has been allowed $12,790 
from four of nine appointments, 
having not yet received compensa- 
tion in the other cases. 

Wurdeman or members of his 
law firm, with 12 appointments, 
have been allowed $5010, with one 
case not disposed of. 

Robert A. Roessel, one of the 
lawyers active in organization of 
the Webster Groves Sewer District, 
was awarded a $5500 ‘fee as a 
referee. 

Jesse L. Harnage, attorney in two 
sewer districts, was appointed com- 
missioner in four cases and re 
ceiver in three, receiving $1936 in 
the five instances in which he has 
been paid. 

John A. Nolan, special prosecutor 
for the grand jury summoned by 
Mulloy in 1928, has been appoint- 
ed twice as a referee, once as re- 
ceiver and once as attorney for a 
receiver. Records show a payment 
of $280 in one case as referee, no 
compensation yet having been 
awarded in other cases. 


Hasty Appointment Criticised. 

Mulloy’s haste in appointing 
Ralph receiver for the Fulton Iron 
Works on petition of Mrs. Wurde- 
man, a small stockholder, in No- 
vember, 1930, was criticised by the 
Supreme Court in a decision grant- 
ing a writ.of prohibition sought by 
the company. Haley was named 
attorney for the receiver.

Charged With Rewarding 
Driver for Bringing Him 
Couples to Marry.

HAGERSTOWN, Md., Aug. 4— 
Unable to raise $300 bond, the Rev, 
Peter Charles Hoffman, a minister 
of the United Brethren Church, 
was held in jail tonight on a charge 
of soliciting marriages through a 
paid agent, a misdemeanor in 
Maryland. He fs. accused of re 
warding a taxi driver for bringing 
persons contemplating marriage to 
him. 

The minister pleadéd not guilty, 
and hearing was set for Tuesday. 
Court records show he performed 
76 ceremonies in June and 34 in 
July.

MISSOURI SECOND IN CORN-HOG 
PAYMENTS; $2,847,187 SO FAR 


AAA Speeds Up Disbursements; 
$6,000,000 in a Single Week 
Paid in 25 States. 
‘WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. — The 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration has speeded up the corn- 
hog payments, under the Adminis- 
tration’s production control plan, 
disbursing $6,000,000 ina _ single 
week and receiving 36,741 reduction 
agreements. in three days. Pay- 
ments through Aug. 1 totaled $17,- 
200,838, an announcement by the 

AAA said. 

Of the 25 states that received this 
sum, Iowa got more than twice the 
share of any other state, a total of 
$6,283,810. Missouri was second 
with $2,847,187. Minnesota, next in 
rank, received $2,414,748. 

“Payments during the past week 
have been heaviest in the states of 
Indiana, Kansas, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, South Dakota and 
Wisconsin,” said the AAA. an- 
nouncement.. “The weekly dis- 
bursements. depend on the volume 
‘of contracts submitted for pay- 
ment.” 

Recently Henry P.. Fietcher, 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, charged that the 
AAA was holding up the various 


hogs, wheat, until just before the 
elections.

The loss to crops and livestock 
has not been stimated officially, 
but unofficially it is placed in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

A further loss through shortage 
ef winter feed for livestock is pre- 
dicted unless substantial rain falls 
soon. Weather forecasts gave no 
sign of a break in the drouth, 

Cattle Killed on Ranges. 

Barren pastures, shortage of wa- 
ter and scarcity of fodder have 
caused the forced sale of thousands 
of head of cattle to the Govern- 
mnt, to be canned for distribution 
to the needy. A week ago Govern- 
ment purchases had totaled 1,737,- 
596 head in 18 states, another 190,000 
head had been condemned as unfit 
for consumption and killed on the 
ranges. 

The Bureau of-Agricultural Eco- 
nomics in Washington described the 
situation in the sheep industry-as 
“the most serious ever known.” 
Farm Administration Relief offi- 
cials prepared to purchase 5,000,000 
sheep. 

Milk prices were increased in 
some parts of the drouth area, in 
some cases as much as 50 per cent 
in the price of delivered milk. Dai- 
rymen have been forced to decrease 
their herds, and to purchase feed. 

The Farm Administration’s milk 
section, in Washington, adopted a 
policy generally favorable to price 
increases, to prevent a possible 
decimation of the herds. 

Scattered rains during the last 
week lowered temperatures, but did

Corn Crop Estimate Falis. 

Private August estimates placed 
the corn crop at 1,658,000,000 bush- 
ls, a redction of 455,000,000 bushels 
from the official estimate of a 
month earlier. The estimated corn 
production indicated the smallest 
crop in 33 years. The 1927-31 aver- 
age was 2,516,000,000 bushels. 

Drouth-stunted corn in some sec- 
tions was not even usable as fod- 
der. With other feed crops scarce, 
Federal and State authorities urged 
farmers to’ conserve livstock feed- 
against.= threatened shortage this 
winter. 

“Feed strawstacks; don’t burn 
them,” Gov. Alf. M. Landon of Kan- 
sas advised farmers. 

F. A. Sileox, Federal Forester, 
told a meeting of cattlemen at Flag- 
staff, Ariz., that the cattle industry 
in the West is facing a crisis be- 
cause of barren ranges. He said 
there were “too many animals for 
the available range.”

docket, the State Supreme Court 
has drafted several hundred promi- 
nent attorneys who will become 
temporary justices and prepare 
ten inions for approval or 
rej the court. 

In addition 40 District Court 
Judges and three Judges of the 
Crimina] Court of Appeals are busy 
writing tentative opinions without 
additional compensation. Chief 
Justice Fletcher Riley, at 41 years 
of age, one of the youngest men in 
his position in the nation, originat- 
ed the plan less than a year ago. 

He says it is successful. 

“I think the lawyers, and Judges 
of Oklahoma are showing more in- 
intelligence and 
public spirit than those of any oth- 
er state at the present time,” Dr. 
Edson R. Sunderland of Michigan 
University wrote the Chief Justice. 

With more. than 2000 cases on 
the docket of the court, Justice 
Riley told a recent State bar con- 
vention that unless help were re- 
ceived it would require more than 
50 years to catch up with the cases 
although Oklahoma Justices are 
writing 100 opinions a year each 
and more than keeping abreast of 
current filings. 

He presented his plan of creat- 
ing a State judicial council and of 
using the court’s “inherent power” 
of having District Judges and at- 
torneys prepare tentative opinions. 
A legislative act was not required, 
he said. His plan received immedi- 
ate approval. All but five District 
Court Judges began preparation of 
decisions many of which already 
have been issued after approval by 
the justices. 

Then the State bar board of gov- 
ernors selected names of 300 prom- 
inent attorneys. The State Judicial 
Council composed of members of 
bench and bar chose 150 from the 
group. These were approved by the 
Supreme Court as special masters. 

The 150 men divided into com- 
mittees of three members each. Six 
to each 
group. Each man will prepare two 
decisions and present them to oth- 
er members of the committee for

Yesterday it filed its petitions, con- 
taining 18,000 signatures, with the 
board. 

Supervisor Max Bowler, of Can- 
teen Township. arose in the meet- 
ing to question the authenticity of 
the signatures. Thereupon Super- 
visor John J. McAuley, of East St. 
Louis, announced: “My name is on 
one of those petitions and I heve 
never gigned one.” Thereupon 
Bowler moved that a committee be 
appointed to determine whether the 
signatures are genuine. 

Bowler Is Chairman. 

William F. Neiss, chairman of 
the board, appointed Bowler as 
chairman of the committee and 
named as members, Bert Washing- 
ton, Negro, of Brooklyn, and John 
P. McTigue of East St. Louis. Act- 
ing on placing the proposal on the 
ballot in November will be held in 
abeyance pending the report of the 
committee. 

The Taxpayers’ League has cam- 
paigned for abolishment of the 
Board of Supervisors since’ last 
summer, when 14 local and town- 
ship officials, including three mem- 
bers of the board, were indicted, 
charged with conspiracy to obtain 
township. funds by false pretenses. 
The indictments are pending and 
will’ be set for trial at the next 
term of court, State’s Attorney Zer- 
weck said last night. 

Among’ those indicted were Bow- 
ler, chairman of the committee to 
investigate the attempt to abolish 
the board, and Washington, Negro 
member c: the committee. 

One Supervisor for Change. 

A proponent of abolishing the 
board in favor of the commission 
form of government is A. E. Krae- 
mer, chief supervisor of Belleville, 
appointed recently by the Belleville 
City Council to sycceed the late 
Joseph N. Anton, and/who was 
seated by the board only after a 
court fight. 

Kraemer told the board members 
yesterday that he. received an 
anonymous telephone call Friday 
night from a man who warned: “If 
you don’t sant flowers you can’t 
smell, you’d better not go to the 
board meeting in the morning.”

Smith said 218,000 members of 
the Legion attended the convention 
in ‘Chicago last year. It was esti- 
mated, he said, that each man 
spent an average of $40 each day 
of the convention.

Paid $1 a Week. 

Residents of ' the camp are 
transients -who were stranded in 
St. Louis and who the Government 
has employed and is trying to re- 
habilitate. The men are paid $1 a 
week and receive .food, clothing, 
shelter and necessaries of life in 
return for 30 hours of work. 

Members of many skilled trades 
have been found in the group of 


men, according to H. K. Kessler, | 


clerk of the camp, and the Gov- 
ernment found it necessary only to 
purchase the materials needed for 
constructing. the barracks. Carpen- 
ters among the men did the build- 
ing, plumbers and steamfitters in- 
stalled water mains and hot water 
systems, electricians wired the 
buildings and strung power and 
telephone lines to the nearest high- 
way, and painters are getting ready 
to decorate. 7 

The sanitation projects on which 
the men will be employed along 
the Meramec River are being con- 
ducted by the United States Public 
Health Service in conjunction with 
the State Health Board and the 
St. Louis County Health Depart- 
ment. The work includes the drain- 
ing of swamp land and sloughs in 
the southern sections f the county 
and the correctidi “of” insafiitaty 
conditions along the river front. 
The aims of the work are to elim- 
inate breeding places for disease- 
bearing mosquitoes and flies and 
to stop pollution of the river. 

New Sewage Facilities. 

Chiefly, the work will consist of 
the construction and erection of 
sanitary outdoor toilet facilities, 
built to standards adopted by the 
Public Uealth Service. The struc- 
tures of concrete and wood are fly- 
proof, preventing flies from breed- 
ing on or becoming infected by the 
sewage. The facilities are con- 
structed and erected on the prem- 
ises of any property owner along 
the river who is willing to purchase 
the materials, the average cost of 
which ranges from $18 to $21. Old 
and insanitary facilities are torn 
down and the pits covered as the 
new ones are built. The labor is 
furnished by the FERA from men 
in the camp. 

Although the work has just be- 
gun, 25 of these structures already 
have been erected, and orders have 
been received by the county health 
department for 60 more. A large 
response is expected after promo- 
tional work has been begun, ac- 
cording to Joseph Kruegel, mem- 
ber of the staff of the county 
health department, who has been 
lent to the Public Health Service 
to aid in the work. Transporta- 
tion of the men from the camp to 
the projects is furnished in trucks 
supplied by the health department.

Same denotations as the hours 
here. Thus, 3 a. m., according to 
the 24-hour clock, is 03 G. M. T. 
(Greenwich mean time), 9 a. m. is 
09 G. M. T.,. and 12 noon is 12 G. 
M. T. From this point on, instead 
of changing the denotation from a, 
m. to p. m., the 24-hour clock de 
notes 1 p. m. as 13 o’clock, 2 p. m. 
as 14 o'clock, etc. Ordinarily there 
are five hours difference between 
Eastern standard time and Gren- 
wich mean time. However, England 
is now what we call using daylight 
saving time, so there are six hours 
difference; thus, when it is 23 G. 
M. T. (11 p. m., C. D. S. T.) in Lon- 
don, it is 50 ‘clock, central daylight 
saving time here.

Bureau of Air Commerce, which 
last month started a new weather 
broadcasting service over its 68 
airways radio stations scattered 
about the United States, suggests 
that gasoline filling stations be 
equipped with sets to tune in these 
reports. The bureau, in a. state- 
ment, suggested that  bulletia 
boards be placed in the filling sta- 
tions for motorists to read, u 
ing the service as especially val 
ble in mountainous and rugged 
regions where weather changes rap- 
idly. 

“Automobile test trucks and auto 
clubs have already found. this 
means of determining weather val- 
able,” says its statement, “but it has 
not yet been placed at the con- 
venience of the casual motorist or 
cross-country driver. Just as the 
airplane pilot depends on the 
weather reports to guide him 
through the skies, so will the au-

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“GHEERFUL PROSPECT” 
FOR LUMBER INDUSTRY 


Commerce . Department Esti- 
mates Need of 36 Billion Feet 
in Housing Repairs. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—A cheer- 
ful future for the lumber industry 
was depicted today by a national 
lumber manufacturers’ association 
report which said that at least 36,- 
000,000,000 feet of lumber, about 
four times the 1932 production, 
would be needed for repairs of 


frame buildings under the housing 
program. 

Statistics prepared by the asso- 
ciation from Department of Com- 
merce surveys indicated that 92 per 
cent of urban dwellings and farm 
structures are of lumber. Based on 
that figure the association estimat- 


would require at least 24,000.000,000 
feet of lumber “merely for urgent- 
ly needed repairs.” This estimate 
would give 1000 feet for each of 
the 24,000,000 wood-built city dwell- 
ings reported by the eee oe De- 
partment. 

It also was estimated that 6,000,- 
000 farms in the United States 
would require 2000 feet of lumber 
each, or 
feet. The association pointed out 
that “some idea of what 36,000,000,- 
"000 feet of lumber means may be 
inferred from the fact that 12,000 
feet will build a five-room bunga- 
low.” Thus, using that average, the 
estimated lumber needed for re- 
pairs alone would be sufficient to 
construct 3,000,000 bungalows. 


PUBLIC CODE HEARING 
ON RETAIL COAL COSTS: 


To Determine Whether Emergency 
Exists Justifying Fixing of 
Price Schedule. 
A public hearing to obtain data 
on cost factors and other elements 
affecting the retail coal industry 
in St. Louis will convene at noon 
tomorrow in the Municipal Audi-, 
torium under the auspices of Di- 
visional Code Authority No. 32 of 
the Retail Solid Fuel Industry. 
One of the questions involved in 
the hearing is whether an emer- 
gency exists in the industry here 
sufficient to warrant the establish- 
ment of a retail price schedule. 
A previous price schedule fixed 
last May 20, by the divisional au- 
thority, was canceled recently by 
NRA authorities at Washington 
after protests from individuals, con- 
sumer organizations, 4nd Attorney- 
General McKittrick. A ruling then 
was announced that any future 
schedule must first be approved in 
Washington before being put into 
effect. here. 
Attorney-General McKittrick has 
announced his intention of prose- 
cuting under the Missouri anti-trust 
laws anyone participating in a 
price-fixing arrangement. Those 
opposed to price-fixing contend the 
NRA should limit itself to regula- 
tion of wages and hours. 
Proponents of a price schedule, 
most of them large coal dealers, 
hold that unjustifiably low prices 
have been charged for coal by small 
dealers operating on a “shoestring,” 
some of them hauling fuel direct 
from nearby St. Clair County mines.

The circulation of the Freiheit, 
the Neues Saarpost and the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung has reached figures 
which any newspaper in Germany 
would envy: But unfortunately it 
does not assist them in a finan- 
cial way because space is too val- 
uable.to devote to advertising. 

Berlin’s attempt to dominate 
the press has already led to diffi- 
culties with three of her neigh- 
bors, internationally.. The first 
clash came when Swiss newspa- 
pers printed the now famous Von 
Papen speech at Marburg when 
the Junker ex-Chancellor, and 
present Vice-Chancellor, de- 
nounced the Nazi extremists. 
Three Swiss newspapers, pub- 
lished in Basel, Zurich and Lu- 
cerne, were excluded from Ger- 
many and copies carrying the Von 
Papen speech were seized. The 
Swiss Federal Government pro- 
tested and diplomatic negotiations 
were under way when the bloody 
week-end intervened. 

Clash With Swiss Press. 

Again Swiss newspapers were 

the first to give the news to their 


German readers (and their circu- 


lation in Germany is tremendous) 
and Goebbels clamped down a 
blockade. As retaliation the Swiss 
Government prohibited the entry 
into Switzerland of the leading 
Nazi newspapers, the Voelkischer 
Beobachter, the Angriff and the 
Berliner Boersen Zeitung. Goeb- 
bels again struck back and now 
the bar on the Neuer Schweizer 
Zeitung of Zurich, the National 
Zeitung of Basel and Der Bund 
of Berne, has been extended to 
six months, because, according to 
the Beobachter, Hitler’s own 
mouthpiece, “‘of the irresponsible 
way of reporting by the Swiss 
newspapers and their lack of de- 
tached reasoning.” Czecho-Slova- 
kian dailies printed in German 
and Austrian «newspapers also 
have come under the censorship 
and are closely scrutinized before 
they are allowed to enter Ger- 
many.

Soil Erosion, Jts Causes and Effec ts, 
Studied by Government. Expert 


Before Settlers Came to 
Plow and Clear the Land, 
Nature’s Process .of Re— 
placement Exceeded 
Yearly Loss of Top Soil 
Through Rain and Wind; 
Now Contrary Is True.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. 
HERE was a dramatic quality about the 
T dust storms which this spring carried 
the soil of the Middle West, of lowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, in great whirling clouds 
over thousands of miles so that it was 
like a fog in the air of New York, the na- 
tion’s economic capital, and Washington, the 

political capital. 

Here was soil erosion dramatized as al- 
most never before. It was as dramatic, this 
brown haze in the air, as a raging flood. Even 
city dwellers, whose contact with the soil is 
a flower pot on a windowsill, were made to 
realize that something rather extraordinary 
Was occurring in the farm belt. 

If the accepted theory that it takes a crisis 
to bring people to a realization of the need 
for action is correct, then the fight against 
soil erosion, which has gone on in a more or 
less fruitless way for 20 years, may gain 
from the episode of the dust storms. There 
is inspiration in the report on soil  ero- 
sion contained in a study of water: resources 
submitted to the President as a guide to fu- 
ture legislation in Congress. | 


Upsetting Nature’s Plan. 

This report, prepared by H. H. Bennett, di- 

rector of the Soil Erosion Service of the De- 
partment of the Interior, recounts in brief 
some of the amazing soil’ changes that have 
taken place with civilization—changes that 
have occurred so imperceptibly, so undra- 
matically, that only a few experts have been 
aware of their significance. Bennett gives 
instance after instance, suggestive rather 
than in any way coniprehensive. of the de- 
structive force of soil erosion upon naviga- 
tion, power, municipal water supply, irriga 
tion developments, farming and grazing. 
The reason for thése great changes are 
made plain in Bennett's general introduction, 
Here he gives what is in concise and highly 
simplified form a history of the American’ 
earth from the beginning—in sharp focus the 
concept of a virgin continent, infinitely rich 
in every kind of natural resource, the ancient 
processes of soil formation undisturbed 
through countless centuries. Because this 
brings home so vividly the essential Ameri- 
can drama—that is, the subjugation of a vast 
country in an incredibly short time, it is 
worth quoting here. |

report, “the aborigines had-done little to cul- 
tivate the soil or to change the virgin char-. 


What Strips of Grass 


Did in lowa Cornfield 


ig would be impossible, and probably eco- 
romically unsound; to induce regional 
farmers to put all of their erosive land in 
grass or alfalfa. However, it will be pos- 
sible to induce them to plant strips of grass 
or alfalfa along the contours between 
parallel strips of corn. This has been done 
on the field scale within th®’ area of the 
Missouri Valley loess, which represents 
one of the most important belts of good 
upland corn soil on the face of the earth. 

Over a period of 18 months the s-il 
loss from a field thus strip-cropped, in 
Southwestern Iowa, was at the rate of one | 
pound per acre, as against a loss of nine 
tons per acre from the same type of land, 
receiving the same rainfall, where worn was 
planted according to prevailing practice, In 
other words,, the simple, practical ex- 
pedient of introducing strips of an impor- 
tant local crop, alfalfa in this instance, into 
the cornfields reduced the soil loss to a 
negligible point—to a degree 18,000 times 
less than that occurring in fields Jevoted 
exclusively to corn.

The coverage of vegetation and the soils pro- 
tected by it were natural responses to long 
processes of soil and plant development under 
favorable climates.

Before Colonists Came. 

“Rivers draining the regions covered with 
dense vegetation ran clear except in high 
flood, when channel erosion furnished the 
major burden of silt. This channel erosion 
generated soil creep from vegetated slopes 
and in addition to solution served to sculp- 
ture and wear down the land with the leisure 
of geologic processes. Where comparatively 
rapid differential land uplift had occurred 
or within climatic zones too rigorous or too 
arid to support an unbroken cover of vegeta- 
tion, storm waters carried substantial quan- 
tities of silt into the drainage of streams. 
Processes proceeded in these cases at more 
rapid rates; streams ran muddy throughout 
most of the year, as in the instances of the 
Missouri and Colorado. Ke 

“In the broad expanses of the country, 
from .semi-tropical to boreal climates, from 
humid to arid conditions, there spread before 
the eager colonists an infinite variety of c~n- 
ditions.

“Into this pristine continent entered: the 
colonists with a burst of energy that began 
a transformation of the earth’s surface at a 
rate probably never before occurring in the 
earth’s history, and with it the creation of a 
nation of fabulous wealth.

Moses’ Prediction.

NENT the climatic oddities of our

land, Moses—their leader—made a ré- 
statement of the law in his farewell to 
them.

The St. Louis organization expects to get out a Dem- 
ocratic vote of some 120,000. Milligan, who has Sen- 
ator Clark’s support, bases his hopes largely on rural 
votes. 

The nominations for State Senator and Representa- 
tive are of exceptional’ importance at the moment. 
There is a fast-rising movement in the State to bring 
about reform in criminal procedure. It has followed 
Close upon the heels of reform in the legal profes: 
sion, led by the bar associations. Since no improve- 
ment in criminal procedure ¢an be made without 
action by the Légisiature, it is essential that the 
voters should elect to that body candidates in favor 
of reform in criminal procedure. Presumably, all 
the Candidates have by this time been asked to de- 
clare themselves upon this subject. Many of them 
have done so. If the issue is not as effecti¥e as it 
should be in the primaries, it can be pressed again 
in the elections. Whether we elect Democrats or 
Republicans to the State Legislature is much less 
important than that we should elect men sympathetic 
with the war on crime. 

One of the heartening features of the primaries is 
the guidance afforded to voters by the polls of the 
bar associations. The Missouri State Bar Associa 
tion polled the profession in the matter of nomina- 
tions for the State Supreme Court. Two Judges are 
to be elected there, one for 10 years in Division No. 
1, and one for eight years in Division No. 2. Nomina- 
tions for Supreme Court Divisions 1 and 2 on the 
Democratic ticket, and that for Division 1 on the 
Republican ticket, are uncontested. 

The Democratic candidates are John T. Fitzsim- 
mons of St. Louis, a former Commissioner of the 
court, now seeking a 10-year term to succeed Frank 
E, Atwood, and C. A. Leedy Jr. of Kansas City, who 
was appointed by Gov. Park last year to succeed the 
late Clarence Burney. Judge Leedy is a candidate for 
the remaining eight years of the Burney term. 

The Republican candidate for the vacancy in Di- 
vision No. 1 is Walter A. Higbee, a Circuit Judge at 
Lancaster. There are three Republican candidates 
for nomination to the place in Division No: 2. They 
are Laurance M. Hyde of Princeton, a Commissioner 
in the Supreme Court; State Senator Lon Kelley of 
Pineville, and Paul R. Miller of Richmond Heights, 
St. Louis County. 

Hyde is a brother of the former Governor of Mis- 
souri.’ He received 1101 votes in the bar poll, against 
314 for Miller and 231 for Kelley. The State Bar As- 
sociation also held a poll on candidates for the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals district, which includes St. 
Louis and 23 counties of Eastern Missouri. Votes 
were cast by 1067 lawyers. They indorsed William 
J. Blesse of St. Louis for the Republican nomination 
and Lyon Anderson of Webster Groves for . the 
Democratic nomination.

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AN AVOIDABLE WASTE. 

Badly drawn legislation is costing the people a 
great deal of money. It is a waste that could easily 
be avoided. So says Prof. Britton of the University 
of Illinois College of Law. He singles out the Farm 
Moratorium Act as a particularly horrible example. 

The machinery created for carrying out the act's 
provisions is cumbersome, Jurisdiction is placed 
sometimes in the court, sometimes in the referee, 
again in the trustee. Many of the sections are “re- 
grettably confusing and needlessly complex.” There 
are grave omissions which seriously militate 
against the proper conduct of the business, from the 
standpoints of both the debtor and creditor. Alto- 
gether, it is a piece of execrable workmanship. 

It might be objected that the instance cited is not 
typical. This act was passed in the jam of the 
closing days when haste, rather than carefulness, haa 
the right of way. But Prof. Britton says the practice 
of preparing legislation is as a whole unsatisfactory. 
As @ consequence of vaguely, sloppily written law, 
we have a quantity of litigation which heaps up 
expefise on the taxpayers. The annual bill, he ven- 
tures, runs into thousands, if not millions, of dol- 
lars. It is wholly avoidable. : 

In Prof. Britton’s opinion, there is plenty of abil- 
ity available to provide the method and technique 
for properly drafting bills. He offers the Stock Ex 
change Act in support of his contention, and in happy 
contrast with the bankruptcy measure. In a day of 
mad, merry spending, a voice raised in behalf of 
thrift may not carry far. Just the same, the protest 
is in point, and, soon or late, the ancient virtue of 
saving must again become fashionable in public and 
private affairs. 
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THE OZARKS: A SUBJECT FOR WRITERS. 

Is theré a region in the United States more de- 
serving of literary investigation than the Ozarks 
‘and, relatively speaking, receiving less? This is a 
question which may be raised without belittling the 
truly worthwhile writings on Ozark topics by Vance 
Randolph of McDonald County and Charles J. Fin- 
ger of Fayetteville. Nor does asking it mean being 
unmindful of the stories set in Southwest Missouri 
hills by Harold Bell Wright and others. For, after 
due notice is taken of Ozark literature to date, the 
fact is that there remains a vast and fascinating area, 
abounding in subjects for the writer, whether his in- 
terest be native types, natural beauty, linguistics, 
rural life, folklore, home industries or what not. 

Cornelius Weygandt’s new book, “The White 
Hills,” suggests precisely the type which would do 
much to carry abroad the charm of Missouri's great 
playground. Devoting himself to mountain New 
Hampshire, from Lake Winnepesaukee to Mount 
Washington, the author of “A Passing America” has 
put together a rarely delightful set of sketches; 
stories and portraits. Stone walls, the lore of the 
countryside and the people who keep it alive, views 
from granite peaks over spruce slopes and flaming 
maples “in all the gamuts of the reds”; old houses, 
damson plums and butternuts; sap-buckets, hedgehogs 
and pie-cating contests—such are the things he 
writes about. 

There is every bit as much and doubtless more for 
the Weygandt of the Ozarks—great springs and caves, 
crystal-clear rivers and exhilarating eminences above 
them, summer moonlight and the fragrance of pine 
and cedar, dogwood and redbud in spring and the 
autumnal parade of hillside color, zigzag fences and 
well-sweeps, the work and play of a solid people. 
It would be a grand book. Somebody who knows the 
Ozarks ought to read Mr. Weygandt and then get 
busy.

EVERAL years ago, many admirers of 

Upton Sinclair, in practically all the na- 

tions of the Western world, joined in a 
movement to obtain the Nobel Prize for. him. 
Doubtless, had that very remarkable effort 
succeeded, Sinclair could and would have 
made excellent social use of the cash _ in- 
volved, devoting it to propaganda against the 
social order that made possible the giving 
of the prize: 

But it is difficult for at least one of his 
old and still faithful admirers, who felt 
somewhat abashed by the movement, to see 
how, in reality, anything more than cash 
was involved; and Sinclair is notoriously no 
mercenary man. For a quarter of a cen- 
tury and more, he has not lacked recogni- 
tion, and he is more widely read in numer- 
ous translations abroad than at home. . 

Nothing could have been added to his sig- 
nificance by awarding a large money prize 
to him; and surely the notion that the award 
of the largest money prize to a man some- 
how increases his stature, or that it “hon- 
ors” him more than does the sincere appre- 
ciation of any unknown reader anywhere, is 
a bit naive.

Kelley Case Indictments. 

The jurisdiction of the county in 
the case arose from the fact that 
Dr. I. D. Kelley was kidnaped in 
Clayton on the night of April 20, 
1931, after having been lured from 
his Portland place home by a fake 

lephone call for his professional 

rvices. Nearly three years 
elapsed before the county grand 
jury, acting under Prosecuting At- 
torney Anderson’s guidance, re- 
turned indictments, the city and 
county authorities having failed in 
the interim to obtain any informa- 
tion on which charges could he 
based. 

There has been no organized 
gambling in St. Louis County since 
Anderson took office in January, 
1933.

still does exceed, the rate of soil 
formation over vast areas—a sure 
process of soil destruction. 

“Top soils have been literally 
washed away, leaving raw subsoil 
exposed at the surface, such as is 
conspicuous over the entire Pied- 
mont region of more than 50,000,000 
acres, as well as over numerous oth- 
er regions throughout the country. 
Moreover, concentration of runoff 
has cut enormous gullies through 
the top soil and subsoil into the 
underlying material, which in many 
instances is less stable than the 
material above. So enormous has 
been the work of accelerated ero- 
sion as to reduce and destroy the 
productivity of millions of acres of 
the land of densely populated  re- 
gions of the United States within 
less than a century. The cconomic 
and social aspects of this trunsfor- 
mation have been tremendous.” 


Missouri Lands—a Warning. 
Bennett presents the results of 
experiments to show that the rolling 
corn country of Northern Missouri 
and Southern Iowa will be exhaust- 
ed within 18 years under present 
methods of cultivation. This is in 
the field of farming. 

In the Piedmont region, to cite 
instances in the power field, 11 out 
of 13 power dams on Deep River, 
in Noeth Carolina, have entirely 
silted up to the brim after only 40 
years, and Bennett adds that this 
“is a portentous example of the re- 
sults of soil wastage on cultivated 
slopes within that drainage.” 

The reservoir behind the Federal 
power dam at Muscle Shoals had 
silted up to about 22 per cent of 
its capacity before ever a kilowatt 
of power was drawn off from the 
Government’s power station. Be- 
fore TVA took charge in the Tenn- 
essee Valley there was no way to 
check this constant silting 1.0m the 
erosion of streams far removed 
from the dam. Now TVA claims 
the right to control erosion in the 
whole drainage area. 

Irrigation in the West is “doomed 
if the accelerated rate of silting in 
the reservoirs is not soon brought 
under adequate control.” After only 
20 years the Austin Dam in Texas 
is silted up to 85 per cent of its 
capacity. The Elephant Butte 
Reservoir in. New Mexico, supply- 
ing one of the largest irrigation 
projects in the West, is “silting up 
at a disquieting rate.” 

Silt Filling Up Reservoirs. 

“It was originally forecast to 
have a life of 233 years on the 
basis of silt’ studies of the Rio 
Grande River from 1897-1912. After 
the completion of the Elephunt 
Butte Dam in 1915, silt surveys 
have been regularly made in the 
reservoir. From 1915 to 1925 the 
average annual rate of silting was 
estimated from silt surveys at 20,- 
000 acre feet, forecasting a life of 
182 years; from 1926 to 1929; inclu- 
sive, 21,943 acre feet forecasting a 
life of 110 years. 

“Erosion of alluvial valleys about 
the reservoir is increasing yearly. 
But still more ominous is the fact 
that within approximately 60 years, 
the storage capacity of this reser- 
voir would equal the annual draft 
of water for the irrigated land. 
During the dry years the lands will 
suffer a shortage of water and 
from that time on irrigation under 
the Elephant Butte Reservoir will 
be a precarious ent

the present situation “critical,” de- 


manding “the use of specialized 


knowledge in planning for co-ordi- 
nated utilization of all the resources 
of water and land within these re- 
gions.” 

“It is a known fact that vast 
areas of the earth’s surface have 
become arid deserts as a result of 
the same processes that are going 
forward in America. While Bennett 
cites the Piedmont region of the 
Carolinas as perhaps the most giar- 
ing example of the destruction of 
erosion, there are other sections 
where the same conditian is threat- 
ened or close at hand. 


“Under continuous corn culture, 
the average land of the very exten- 


sive Shelby loam soil within the 
‘rolling parts of the corn belt of 
Northern Missouri and Southern 
Iowa loses soil at a rate which 
would remove the entire depth of 
the productive surface layer (about 
seven or eight inches in virgin 
areas), down to a comparatively un- 
productive, unabsorptive, stiff. clay 
subsoil, within a period of ap- 
proximately 18 years; whereas, un- 
der a cover of timothy more than 
2000 years and under alfalfa more 
than 5000 years would be requiréd 
to remove this much soil. 


Saving Quality of Grasses. 


“Obviously, continuous corn cul- 
ture in this region, as well as in 
most of the rolling parts of the 
country, means comparatively rapid 
depletion of the soil, accompanied 
by increased runoff resulting from 
the greater imperviousness of the 
exposed clay subsoil. It is equally 
obvious that grass and alfalfa give 
practically complete protection from 
erosion on these lands, and it 
should be observed also that under 
alfalfa and grass the runoff from 
the areas on which these measure- 
ments were made was reduced’ by 
15 and three and a half times re- 
spectively, as compared with the run- 
off from the areas on which corn 
Was grown. Bluegrass has been 
equally as effective as alfalfa, and 
timothy nearly as effective. 

“Notwithstanding these facts, it 
would be impossible and probably 
economically unsound, to induce the 
regional farmers to put all of their 
erosive land in grass or alfalfa. 
However, it will be possible to in- 
duce them to plant strips of grass 
or alfalfa along the contours  be- 
tween parallel strips of corn. This 
has been done on the field scale 
within the area of the Missouri Val- 
ley loess, which represents one of 
the most important belts of good 
upland corn soil on the face of the 
earth. 

An Experiment in Iowa. 

“Over a‘period of 18 months the 
soil loss from a field thus _strip- 
cropped, in Southwestern Iowa, was 
. the rate of one pound per acre, 

as against a loss of nine tone per 
acre from the same type of land, 
receiving the same rainfall, where 
corn was planted according to pre- 
vailing practice. In other words, 
the simple, practical expedient of 
introducing strips of an important 
local crop, alfalfa in this instance, 
into the cornfields reduced the soil 
loss to a negligible point—to a de- 
gree 18,000 times less than that oc- 
curring in fields devoted excusively 
to corn.” : 

Besides this general discussion, 
Bennett considers specifically sev- 
eral of the 10 watersheds included 
in the President’s survey of water 
resources.

While the present report covers 
such a wide field that it does not 
include a specific program for each 
watershed, Bennett is at work on a 
second survey which will contain 
definite recommendations as to re- 
forestation, submarginal lands, 
propaganda and education for each 
section. This is to be embodied in 
President Roosevelt’s general re- 
port on land and water resources 
which will be the basis for legisla- 
tion in the next Congress.

Already there has been 
some slight beginning in the work 
done by: the CCC, but it is so slight 
as only to indicate the nature of 
what must be done if large areas 
of hitherto fertile American soil are 
not to become impoverished and 
barren. 
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St. Louis Dental Society Has 
Plan to Fill 375,000 Cavities 
In Teeth of School Children 


Says Survey Shows 94 Per Cent of Pupils Need 
Oral Attention and Proposes 
| 5-Year Program. 


More than 375,000 unfilled cavi- 
ties, in the teeth of St. Louis school 
children, together constitute a cav- 
ern of neglect, into which school 
authorities have been asked to look. 

The St. Louis Dental Society has 
submitted to the Board of Educa- 
tion, and to the heads of Catholic 
and Lutheran parochial schools, a 
five-year plan for providing dental 
service to the children who need 
it, and who are estimated as num- 
bering 140,000, or 94 per cent of the 
whole school enrollment. The esti- 
mate is based on a survey made 
by the Dental Society last year, 
with co-operation of the schools, in 
which 119,413 children were exam- 
ined, 

The Dental Society plan, on which 
the Board of Education is expected 
to act this fall, calls for creation 
of a department of oral (mouth) 
hygiene, headed by a dentist-educa- 
tor, to conduct a preventive cam- 
paign in the schools. 
where such a department has func- 
tioned successfully in the schools, 
furnishes the model for this part 
of the program. 

Proposed Treatment for AIL 

As the corrective part of the pro- 
gram, the dentists propose to treat 
all school children, making the reg- 
ular charge to those able to pay it, 
treating without charge those un- 
able to pay, and accepting pay at 
a reduced scale from those able to 
pay less than the standard rate. 

In all cases, it is proposed that 
the tréatment shall be given in den- 
tists’ offices. It is not intended to 
establish clinics. 

The Dental Society’s proposals, 
as. stated by its Committee on Care 
of School Children, have a two- 
fold purpose—“first, to improve the 
oral health of children; and, second, 
to provide patients for many of our 
profession who, unfortunately, at 
present have considerable spare 
time.” 

For the‘school survey, which be- 
gan in February, 1933, the 150 pub- 
lic schools were divided into 20 
groups, each having 5000 to 6000 
pupils with a chairman and exam- 
ining dentists for each group. Each 
party of examiners handled about 
500 children on each morning visit. 

Church School in Survey. 

The Catholic and Lutheran 
schools were added to the survey 
when it was near completion in the 
public schools. Not all the church 
schools were visited. The final 
number of public school pupils ex- 
amined was 93,823; Catholic pupils. 
23,827, and Lutheran pupils, 1763, 
a’ total of 119,413. Of this total, 
103,607 were white pupils and 15,- 
806 were Negroes. 

Of those examined, 112,467, or 
94.11 per cent, were found to need 
dental attention. Applying the 
same ratio to the school children 
not reached by the survey, the com- 
mittee concludes that about 140,000 
St. Louis children of school age 
need dental treatment. “To this,” 
the committee says, “may be added

Tabulation by grades shows that 
the percentage of pupils needing 
dental care is highest in the’ ninth 
and tenth grades, 96.3 and 96.5 per 
cent, respectively, and in the voca- 
tional schools, 96.7 per cent. The 
lowest, 83.6 per cent, is in the kin- 
dergarten; in the first grade it is 
92.5, and thereafter tends upward. 
In the teachers’ colleges it is 94.8 
‘per cent. 

1.12 Filling Per Pupil. 

Charts on “Teeth Filled” and 
“Teeth Decayed” show an average 
of 1.12 filling per pupil, while the 
average number of unfilled cavities 


is 3.15 per pupil, or 375,276 cavities. 


“Teeth Missing” number 59,042, of 
which 30,234 are deciduous, or milk, 
teeth, and 28,808 are permanent 
teeth. Malocclusion, or crowded 
and crooked growth of the teeth, 
runs from 23.9 per cent in kinder- 
garten up to 70 per cent in the 
ninth grade and 73 per cent in the 
twelfth. 

A study of school attendance, in 
relation to the dental health, shows 
more than 10 per cent of the pupils 
listed as irregular in attendance. 
Of these, more than one-half are 
listed as poor or only fair in dental 
health. Comparison of dental health 
with physical eendition figures 
shows that of the children having 
good oral health, 81 per cent have 
good physical condition; of those 
with fair oral health, 78 per cent 
have good physical condition; and 
of those with poor oral health, 73 
per cent have good physical con- 
dition. 

Use of Toothbrush. 

“Use of Toothbrush” is the head- 
ing of another table. Of all the 
children examined, 43,333 were list- 
ed as using the toothbrush regular- 


ly, 56,318 occasionally, and 19,762,/ 


or 16 per cent, not at all. Of those 
who brush their teeth regularly, 64 
per cent were found to have good 
oral health, or, of those with good 
oral health, 50 per cent are regular 
brush users. 

“The peak need of dental atten- 
children _ is 
reached in the ninth grade,” the 
report says, “although it is only 
slightly higher here than’in the 
fifth, tenth and vocational grades. 
There is a slight dip in the sixth 
grade, which may be accounted for 
by the loss of deciduous teeth at 
that age. 

“Contrary to usually accepted 
opinion, the Negro children show as 
much need for dental attention as 
the whites. There is only a slight 
difference between the gum condi- 
tions and the prophylactic needs of 
the white and Negro children. Both 
show a decided lack of intelligent 
care of the teeth. 

“The matter of malocclusion and 
its effect upon speech ‘proved in- 
teresting. While many were found 
with malocclusions who also had 
defective speech, it was surprising 
to find that the percentage of 
malocclusion among the defective

“My Dear Prime Miinister—

Ways and means to reach 
a better understanding are _ dis- 
cussed to insure improved super- 
vision policies. Co-operative meth- 
od, the judgin; of men, group 
morale, transmitting orders and 
other vital subjects receive special 
attention. The foremen also study 
corporation organization, planning, 
control of materials and waste, 
equipment handling and the sci- 
ence of personnel work so that 
management’s problems can be 
appreciated.

CHINA CRUSHES COMMUNIST 
REBELS IN FUKIEN PROVINCE 


Capture of Foochow Averted; Sec- 
»ond Rebellion in a 
Year. 
By the Associated Press. 

Ss GHAI, Aug. 4—The Chi- 
nese Government announced today 
that its troops had crushed a Com- 
munist rebellion in Fukien Prov- 
ince and averted threatened cap- 
ture of the important Port of Foo- 
chow by the rebels. 

Earlier unconfirmed reports re- 
ceived at Hongkong said the rebels 
had pierced the lines of the Gov- 
ernment forces and captured “the 
city of Shuikow, thus menacing 
Foochow. The British battleship 
Witch arrived at Foochow this aft- 
ernoon. 


The Government after severe 
fighting suppressed a rebellion in 
Fukien Province, “breeding place 
of revolutions,” last December. 
Hundreds were slain. A “national- 
ist people’s government” was set up 
last year in the province, in oppo- 
sition to the Nanking Government. 
It was modeled along Communistic 
lines. Leaders attacked Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, head of the 
National administration, and 
“Japanese imperialism.” The rebel- 
lious forces, including troops of the 
famous Nineteenth Route Army 
which defended Shanghai against 
the Japanese, were finally put to 
rout by Kai-shek’s forces.

‘Frank Colcord, 
this wife and 
his hunting dogs.

PHOENIX, Arizona. 
E SAID it so quietly—thet's Frank Colcord’s way—that it took a moment 
to soak in. | 

“This'n’ makes me 500 even.” 

“Five -hundred what?” asked his chief, glancing, without under- 
standing, at the fine pelt Frank recently brought into the Phoenix office 
of the United States Biological. Survey. 

“Cats,” said Frank. 
“You mean’”—the boss couldn't believe him—"‘this makes 500 lions you 
have killed, Frank?” 7 
“Yes, sir, reckon it does. They been purty thick where I been roamin’.” 
“Still the chief couldn't believe it until he checked the figures. And then 
he wanted to get up a celebration. But before anything could be arranged,

® Frank heard of it, cranked up his ancient. Ford, loaded in his 
hound dogs and went a-kitin’. for the hills. And he stayed in 
the hills for a month. 
No other hunter has been known to apprvach his record. 
Being the United States’ No. 1 lion hunter is something to shout 
about, but Frank just tucks his head and drawls, “Aw, it ain't 
nothin’ much. ~The dogs they done all the work.” It was almost 
necessary to lasso and hog-tie him to get his photograph. Hereto- 
fore he has fled from a camera or a newspaper man as precipitately 
as the reporter would run from a lion.~ But nobody believes him 
' when he says, “It ain't nothin’ much.” 
A mountain lion—its aliases include panther, puma, cougar, 
cat, “painter’— is plenty ferocious. There’s no need for any 
American to go all the way to Africa for big-game hunting’ and 
a all the excitement that goes with it. In. Arizona or Colorado he 
can find 250-pound lions eight feet long, and, for every one he kills, the 
ranchers will give him a vote of thanks, to be topped off, sometimes, by the 
United States with a cash bounty. When the hunt is over, he will have a 
handsome rug or trophy and something to tell the grandchildren. 
Frank Colcord did not take up lion hunting as a sport.” He works for 
the Biological Survey. He is one of the few living men who have made a 
y lifelong profession of panther hunting. It hasn't been a bad job. Frank 
owns a small ranch near Phoenix, and supports a very lovely wife and very sturdy little 
son, both of whom he has trained to be lion-hunters themselves. 
He got into his work because there was a definite demand for it. Even now it's 
not crowded. But aspirants are at once warnéd) that cougar catching is no job for the 


‘white collar gentry; you've almost got to 


be born to it. 

Frank Colcord was. When he was 
a baby his, folks were still fretting about 
the bloodiest family feud in all Western 
history, the famous Graham-Tewksbury 
quarrel in Arizona in which families 
fought “to the last man.” Frank's folks 
had lived there and done some of the 
scrapping; they were ranchers in a region 
that to this day is savage-looking, isolated 
and wild. The panthers were making 
costly inroads against thé Colcord cattle, 
so that Frank as a youngster took« his 
rifle in hand. He learned to be a pretty 
good shot at the tan, furry bundle of fury 
that growled at him and his dog from the 
limb of some pine tree. After a few 
years he discovered that he could make 
more money killing lions than he could 
trying to raise cows. 


HE American mountain lion is closely 
akin to the so-called “king of 

beasts” in Africa, though it does not have 
that lion's characteristic thick mane, and 
is not quite as heavy or large. But it's big 
enough. 

The annual toll that it takes from 
ranchers runs into millions of dollars. It 
kills cattle, sheep, goats, horses, mules, 
deer, antelope and smaller game. One 
Arizona rancher reported that 16 of his 
fineg@ horses had been slain by lions in 
one month. Another said that he was 
forced to breed and raise his cowboys’ 
mounts nearly 200 miles from his cattle 
range, because the lions near the ‘home 
ranch killed every colt that was born. 

Nobody will ever know how many 
times Frank Colcord has been at death's door. Probably he doesn't even know himself. 

The narrowest escape of all, Frank believes, happened in the mountains of northern 
Arizona a few years ago. It did not involve a lion at all, but for a time Frank thought 
it did. 


“My dogs treed th’ critter, and I come up to make a kill. He was up in.a juniper 


tree, so thick I couldn't see nothin’. I looked all around. Th’ dogs kept whining at me, 
wondering why I didn’t shoot. - Finally I aimed at th’ spot and cracked down.” 
Then‘things began to happen! 
The huge form that tumbled out of the tree was no lion, but a bear. It had 
fuzzy black hair and probably it was madder than it had ever been before. 
Now Frank Colcord does not go hunting—like many novices—atmed with every 


sort of weapon short of a naval cannon. Usually he just slips a .45 calibre pistol into’ 


his pocket. Sometimes he even forgets that! The pistol was all he had this day, and 
while a pistol shot will kill a lion if placed properly, it usually just makes a bear mad. 
— bear was plenty riled. He hit the ground fighting and running. 
“There was only one thing for me to do, * I done it,” says Frank. “I run. I 
run as fast as I could.” / 
“But a bear is fast, too. He-kept right at my heels, and my dogs were-right at 


him. They snapped at him and barked and bit, but * was heavier than all of us put 


together, was that bear. | 
“Pretty soon his teeth caught my jacket. I Se shucked outa that eebe on the 


fly, and let him keep it! 


“Then one of my dogs nipped his ear. That made the bear pause to turn and » 


slap at the dog, and when he did I turned, took quick aim at his head and shot again. 
The shot killed him, and I set down on # rock for a long time to blow.” 
This isn’t the only time that his dogs have saved Frank Colcord's life. If you 


— 
should visit the Colcord living room today, 
you would see a small photograph of his 
wife and baby son standing over on the 
x end of the mantle; but right squarely over 
 ———— the center of the big fireplace is a life-size 
portrait in colored crayon, side at considerable expense by a noted western artist, of a 
hound dog. The dog was named Keno, and until he died recently was the finest lion 
dog that ever lived, if you ask Colcord. 

Keno was the dog that nipped the bear's ear. 

Keno trained most of the puppies that Frank added to his pack. Taught by Keno, 
Frank's dogs know or respond to only one scent in the world, and that scent means lions. 

The bear was an exception, but bears are scarce and the scent unfamiliar. More- 
over, after the life-saving episode, Frank was in no mood to chastise his hounds for small 
mistakes. 

Old Keno would trail a lion “till hell froze over,” as Frank put it. Never once 
did he lose a trail after sounding the long, tremolo yowl—good hunters know that yowl— 
that telegraphed to Frank news of the find. Never once did Keno show any sign of 
fear of any living thing. 

Once he alone treed a huge lion. The cat made a mistake that many cats make 
—allowed his long tail to hang down from the limb where it had taken refuge. Keno 
was able to jump high and grab the tail. When he did so, just as Frank came within 
sight of them, the lion was jerked to the ground. 

The panther might have killed Keno, but after taking one hard slap at Keno's 
head, it ran. Ran right toward a cliff, more than 50 feet high, and without pausing 
leaped over. 

A big cat is so constructed, so padded, that it can make such a leap safely, but 
usually that jump would kill a dog. Keno took it without even slackening his pace, not 
10 feet behind the lion. 


EXPECTED to find my best dog dead,” says Frank, “But good luck was with him. 
He lit in some sand, turned over a few times, shook hisself and started again after 
the lion. Time I got there, he had the big cat high on a boulder and was scrambling up 
to attack him again. I shot the critter, and his hide,hangs in the boss’ office now.” 

The slap on the head made Keno deaf for life, but it didn’t hurt his sense of 
smell and he caught many other lions after that. It was a real tragedy in the Colcord 
family when Keno died. | 

Ruth Colcord, Frank's wife, often accompanies him on his lion trips. Some 
afternoon at Phoenix, a distant rancher will phone in that the danged “painters” are 
about to kill every head of stock he has, and will Frank come out and run some of them 
down? Frank will. He loads in his saddle, his six or eight dogs, his wife, his son, 
puts, his horge in a trailer, and heads out. By midnight, maybe they are at the ranch- 
house door, and at sunrise they are following the dogs on a lion's scent. 

If Mrs. Colcord is along, Frank usually lets her make the kill. Frank has to be a ° 
good husband, he testifies, because he has foolishly taught his wife to handle a gun as 
skillfully as he. And she isn’t any more afraid of a wounded lion than he is. Occasion- 
ally Frank allows his six-year-old son to pull the trigger, but little Wayne is not yet old 
enough for much “lioning.” He gets his thrills just riding with Mother and Dad. 

Once Frank set an all-time record for persistence and distance in trailing a lion, 
his employers declare, by following a huge and particularly destructive panther for 35 
miles across very rough country. The hard part of it was that Frank this time was on 
foot. The lion went places that no horse could go. 

By the time the kill was made, Frank's shoes were so worn down that his feet were 
bloody. He was dusty and weary, but victorious. The trek had led him almost to the 
summit of Black Mountain, miles from any town. 

On another occasion Frank and his dogs picked up a lion's trail and followed 
it about six miles before the dogs treed. Frank dismounted and walked over to where 
the houfids were barking up a pine. There in the foliage was a panther that must have 
weighed 225 pounds. The trail that morning had led past the carcasses of two calves 

and a mule. This, like many another lion, had been a “killer: that is, had 
killed livestock just from pure blood-lust, regardless of whether it was hungry 
or not. Frank was glad to have run him down. 

But as he approached the tree he suddenly discovered that he had left 
his pistol at home! 

| The dogs were whining excitedly and impatiently, begging Frank to hasten 

for the climax with his usual kill. . Frank had no sort of gun. And still—a lion

But when he was approached by an 
old acquaintance, one Leonhardt Rap- 
peport, a former banker, who had gone 
bankrupt and was therefore prohibited 
under German laws from founding a 
second bank, he agreed to help him 
start anew, he says. Rappeport’s 


wealthy family weré able to finance. 


the new concern, so that all that Le- 
win had*‘to lend was his reputation 
and his connections. The  banker- 
scholar declares that he entered into 
this extraordinary partnership. The 
bank they purchased for Rappeport to 
operate was called Loewenburg & 
Company. Lewin’s old clients gave it 
business, but Lewin had little or noth- 
ing to do with its operation, he says. 
The story of Rappeport’s dealings 
cannot be given in full, since most of 


it is based on Lewin’s version of thé.

but the facts are as follows: When Le- 
win departed for a visit to Paris one 
day in the autumn of 1928, he left 
Rappeport with broad powers of attor- 
ney, and Frau Rappeport left for Paris 
on the same day. Whether this was co- 
incidence does not appear. Lewin’s 
wife did not leave for Paris. Shortly 


afterwards she brought suit for—and, 


won—a divorce. 
Only a week after this departure of 
Lewin and Frau Rappeport, the bank- 


_ing house of Loewenburg & Company 


began offering their clients a large is- 


sue of bftls of exchange (also known 


as acceptances of draft), which the 
Berlin authorities subsequently 
charged were forgeries. According to 
Lewin, these were actually sold not 
by Rappeport himself, but by an agent 
or assistant. : 

He says, and this is substantiated 
by the matter of the charges brought 
forward in German courts,.that the 
bills of exchange, which were sold be- 


tween October’16 and January 11, net- 


ted those interested $750,000 approxi- 
mately. He says also that Rappeport 
arrived in Paris about the time the 
forgery was discovered. Search for 
Lewin, Rappeport and another was be- 
gun immediately by the German 
authorities, but none of them was lo- 
eated at the time. 

Lewin says that his first reaction to 
news of the forgery was a desire to get 


to Berlin and face the music. He want- 
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ed to exculpate himself, but was dis- 
suaded from returning to Germany by 
Rappeport. He claims that Rappeport 
held over his head a- threat of 
violence and swore vehemently that 
unless Lewin did as he ordered he 
would have him arrested on a charge 
of adultery. Lewin realized, he claims, 
that he would have a hard time prov- 
ing his own innocence, anyhow, since 
he was the nominal head of the com- 
pany implicated in the fraud. As evi- 
dence of his good faith, he says, he 
made complete restitution with his 
whole fortune to those who had lost 
money by purchasing the worthless 
bills of exchange. But this apparently 
has not prevented his indictment in 
Germany and the subsequent energet- 
ic efforts of the German Government 
to have him brought back for trial. He 
substantiates the story of his having 
made complete restitution (he did so, 


‘ he declares, through the same bank 


which issued the fraudulent bills) by 
saying that whereas he had been a 
wealthy man when he left Berlin, he 
was penniless when he left Paris. 
Rather than force Rappeport’s hand 
and risk the trial which faced him if 
he returned to Berlin, Lewin accepted 
Rappeport’s suggestion, he says, that

as Gustav Von Domwitz and 

Fred Landor. His card in the 
police files shows that in 1914

Her 
father, Calvin Tompkins, who was 
Dock Commissioner for Mayor Gaynor, 
objected and later the © daughter 
learned to respect his judgment. After 
supporting the bogus nobleman for 
two years she learned for the first 
time of his prison record. In 1924 she 
had him sent to Blackwell's (now Wel- 
fare) Island for wife beating and a 
few years later won an aanulment.

TRANGE as it may 
seem, there was a 
bad boy in Chica- 
go. He lived in a 
neigh bo rhood 
where social work- 
ers got pretty dis- 
couraged and po— 


licemen kept in 
close touch with 
their night sticks. It was a neigh- 


borhood almost unexcelled in the pro- ° 


duction of criminals, and this boy, at 
an early age, gave promise of being 
one of its prize products. His family 
couldn’t do anything with him. He 
ran with a tough gang whose depre- 
dations ¢constantly increased in seri- 
ousness. He was arrested a good 
many times and was sent to juvenile 
institutions to be reformed. The cor- 
rectional treatment didn’t work; he 
shed reform as easily as a wrestler 
makes faces. 

One day this lad and several com- 
panions stole an automobile and set 
out to commit a robbery. Some po- 
licemen spotted them and a chase 
ensued, in the course of which the 
young hoodlums ran down two pe- 
destrians, killing one of them. The 
bad boy was found guilty of man- 
slaughter and given an indeterminate 
sentence. 4 


What happened then illustrates the | 


State of Illinois’ new way with its con- 
victed criminals—its system of class- 
ification and segregation by which it 
is trying, through scientific analysis, 
to treat each prisoner as an individ- 
ual problem; its ‘‘object all sublime,” 
unlike the Gilbert and Sullivan Mika- 
do’s, is not so much to make the pun- 
ishment fit the crime as to make it fit 
the criminal. | 

John Doe—the name of that inde- 
fatigable wrongdoer will have to serve 
for the Chicago bad boy, since the 
State authorities are reticent about 
identities in such cases—may have 
thought, when he faced the court, that 
the worst he would get was a compara- 
tively soft stretch in the State Reform- 
atory at Pontiac, because he was under 
21 years old. But there was at least 
one excellent reason why things didn’t 
work out that way: there was no 
longer a State reformatory at Pontiac. 
That institution had become a branch 
of the State penitentiary, under the 
new Illinois penal system. And it 
was to the State penitentiary that 
John was sentenced. After that, sci- 
ence took charge of his career. 

_ When he was delivered at the prison 
in Joliet, John was ‘‘dressed in,” pho- 
tographed and fingerprinted, put 
through the usual] process of matricu- 
But he didn’t 
enter on the full routine of the other 
Instead he became a sub- 


ject of study.. He was studied by phy- 


sician and dentist, by sociologist, psy- 
chologist and psychiatrist. For more

At the end of 
that time the expert examiners had 


reached pretty definite conclusions as~* 


to the kind of fellow John was in 
body, mind and personality. ~And on 
the basis of these conclusions they de- 
cided where he ought to be impris- 
oned and how he should be handled. 
They even ventured to estimate his 
chances of ever becoming a law-abid-

The examiners found that John, al- 
though under 21, was so mature in 
criminal accomplishment that 
would be a contaminating influence if 
placed with other young offenders in 
the prison at Pontiac. And despite

so incorrigible in his attitude toward 
society that it would be a mistake to 
classify him as a first offender and 
bave him locked up at Stateville, a 
prison which is primarily for men who 
are not confirmed criminals. The place 
for John, they determined, was in the 
Joliet prison, with the recidivists, or 
‘‘repeaters,’’ men whose experience in 
crime was comparable with his own. 

Here is how the examiners sum- 
marized their findings concerning 
him: 


66 ‘G LASSIFICATION — A_ study 
of the inmate’s back- 
ground, his delinquent ca- 

reer and of his personality, indicates 

that we are dealing with a sophisti- 
cated juvenile delinquent who has 
continued in an anti-social career, 
without benefit from the milder forms 
of correctional treatment. He pos- 
sesses delinquent objectives and his 
personality reactions are egocentric 
and anti-social. Formal psychological 


examination indicates an average intel- 
There are no serious 


ligence level. 
physical defects or diseases present. 
The prognosis, or outlook for read- 
justment in civil life, would seem to 
be guarded, if \not unfavorable, be- 
cause of the inmate’s thorough condi- 
tioning in crime, his degree of experi- 
ence in gang activity, and the unfa- 
vorable community influences to which 
he will likely again be subjected when 
released on parole. Psychiatrically 
there is no evidence of mental disease 
or of constitutional defect. He may 
not be regarded as a psychopathic per- 
sonality, since there are no extreme 
deviations from the normal in his emo- 
tional life and responses, and since his 
anti-social habits of conduct were ac- 
quired from social conditioning and 
seem not to be traceable to/heredity 
or constitutional defect. 
“RECOMMENDATION — In the 
judgment of the Classification Board 
this inmate will require maximum se- 


curity and should be segregated with 
the recidivistic groups. The program 


of therapy within the institution will 
be relatively simple. Having average. 
or adequate intelligence should enable 
him to profit from study of high school 
subjects by correspondence under the 
direction of the Superintendent of 
Schools. Judged by his preferences 
and average abilities, vocational train- 
ing in a mechanical trade would be 
clearly indicated. There are no press- 
ing health problems to be dealt with 
at this time. Supervised recreation 
should make up a part of the daily 
program. It is not likely that serious 
disciplinary problems will arise, be- 
cause the inmate has learned how to 
adapt himself to custodial care. When 
released on parole, the inmate’s extra- 
mural treatment should receive care- 
ful attention, He should not be re- 
turned to his own community. He 
should be placed in a situation where 
his continued association with pre- 
vious criminal companions will be ren- 
dered. most difficult. Employment 
should be selected which will tend to 
satisfy the desire for excitement and 
thrills, engage his fall time and re- 
sources, and provide an adequate in- 
come for wholesome living. The 
strictest and most intelligent type of 
supervision will be required to prevent 
further anti-social activity.”’ | 

It was a group of laws passed by 
the Illinois Legislature of 1933 which 
made possible the scientific handling 
of such cases as John’s—which creat- 
ed.a system under which the old con- 
ventional groupings of prisoners could 
be largely disregarded and segrega- 
tion made according to their nature. 
Just as John could be so classified as 
to save immature and readily improv- 
able prisoners from association with 
him, a man who is actually a second 
offender need not now be herded with 
habitual criminals if he is considered 
a promising subject for reform. And 
men who, while not insane or feeble- 
minded, are yet of. diseased mental- 
ity or are abnormal emotionally, may 
be segregated where there are special 
facilities for their treatment and care. 


Scientific study and class- 
ification of prisoners consti- 
tute the principal features of 
the new system, which is 
under the genéral charge of 
A. L. Bowen as director of 
the State Department of 
Public Welfare. This work 
is done at two central sta- 
tions, called diagnostic de- 
pots, one here, the other at 
Menard. 
receives prisonérs from 
Northern Illinois, the one at 
Menard those from the 
southern part of the State. 

After operating in a rather limited 
way within the walls of the old prison 
here for a year, the Joliet depot 
moved into a building of its own the 
other day—a building which formerly 
was the women’s prison—and now is 
functioning as a self-contained and in- 
dependent unit of the penal system. 
It is said to be unique. While a some- 
what similar classification system is 
maintained in a few other states, this is 
understood to be the only classification 
depot physically independent of a pris- 
on—that is, standing outside the walls 
and operated with its own staff of 
guards,.cooks, etc, Extensively re- 
modeled and newly equipped, the depot 
can hold and care for with its own fa- 
cilities new prisoners during the peri- 
od they are being subjected to analy- 
sis. -It can house 92 prisoners at a 
time in its. new quarters. Since be- 
ginning its work July 1, 1933, when 
the laws under which it operates be- 
came effective, this depot has classi- 
fied some 2000 convicts. 3 


board is maintained at the de- 

pots. At Joliet, Dr. R. G. Bar- 
rick, a psychiatrist, is chairman of the 
board and superintendent of the de- 
pot. His associates on the board are 
Dr. Luton Ackerson, psychologist, and 
D. J. Clemmer and S. D. Alinsky, so- 
ciologists. An assistant psychiatrist is 
to be added. All are mature men, ex- 
perienced in prison work as well as 
in the professional specialties: Dr. 
David P. Phillips, psychiatrist, is head 
of the classification board at Menard, 
where the depot is operated within 
the prison. 

These examiners are on the staff of 
Dr. Paul L. Schroeder of Chicago, 
criminologist of the Department of 
Public Welfare, and they work under 
his supervision. Dr. Schroeder was one 
of the sponsors of the new penal sys- 
tem and he organized the scientific 
procedure followed in the examination 
of convicts. Dr. John A. Larson, as- 
sistant criminologist, gives aid with 
the work at both diagnostic depots. 

Under the new laws, the Illinois 
State Penitentiary embraces several 
penal institutions for men—those at 
Joliet, Stateville, Pontiac and Menard. 
Each of these divisions, or branches,

classes of convicts. The diagnostic de- 
pots recommend for each new prisoner 
assignment to a particular one of these 
institutions. 

The Department of Public Welfare 
describes as follows how the differ- 
ent kinds of prisoners are divided 
among the various institutions: 

Joliet-—"‘Men of average  intelli- 

gence whose criminal records show 
them to be confirmed in delinquency 
and crime to such a degree that they 
may be considered habitually criminal- 
istic.’’ 
_ Stateville—‘‘Men of average tntelli- 
gence, who are 21 years of age or over, 
first offenders whose degree of crim- 
inality is such as to indicate that upon 
release they may be expected to adjust 
themselves properly in the commu- 
nity.’’ 

Pontiac—‘‘Men of average intelli- 
gence who are under 21, whose degree 
of criminality is such that upon re- - 
lease they may be expected to adjust 
themselves properly in the commu- 
nity.”’ 

Menard—‘‘First offenders over the 
age of 21, similar to the group to be 
cared for at the Stateville branch. 


ENARD (psychiatric division) 

—*‘Prisoners found to be in- 

sane on admission or becoming 
insane after their incarceration. Also 
those feeble-minded prisoners whose 
-~degree of criminality is such that the 
special facilities of the psychiatric di- 
vision seem proper for them. To the 
psychiatric division will be transferred 
prisoners now in the institution for- 
merly known as the Illinois Asylum 


/for Insane Criminals (Chester State 


Hospital), who. were transferred from 
the- prisons before July 1, 1933, and 
who are under sentence for crime, and 
others who are not required by law to 
be transferred elsewhere.” 

Although the dividing line’ between 
mature and young convicts is given as 
21 years of age, a good deal of lati- 
tude is allowed in making this distinc- 
tion, and 25 years is usually taken 
now as marking the division. In gen- 


- eral, the classification board is free 


from the restrictions of hard-and-fast 
rules in determining where and how 
a prisoner should be confined. 

The examination period for a pris- 
oner at the diagnostic depot occupies 
from two to three weeks—in excep- 
tional cases," longer. That is the 
time which elapses from his _re- 
ception at the depot to his as- 
signment to a prison; he isn’t being 
quizzed and studiéd all that time, of 
course. : ' 

Thorough examinations by physi- 
clan and dentist start the special 
analysis, after the routine proceedings 
of adinission to prison, These exam- 
inations are calculated to disclose any 
important physical defects which 
should be considered in any program 
to benefit the prisoner.. The physica! 
survey is sufficiently close to permit 
some attention to be paid to endocrine 
disorder, | 

A sociologist then interviews the in- 
mate. He tries to form a picture of 
the environments in which the law 
breaker has spent his life. He wants

Eric D. Madison, auditor 
at the nearby film studio, and his wife, 
Nellie Madison. 

“Ts everything all right?’’ she asked, 
as Mrs. Madison opened the door and 


stepped out into the hall in pajamas. 


It was nearly midnight. 

“Yes,“ Mrs. Madison replied, sup- 
pressing a yawn. “I think the shots 
came from somewhere outside the 
building.”’ 

Finally the search was abandoned. 
It was concluded that the shots were 
fired during the making of a picture at 
the film studio. — 

The scream, it was supposed, camc 
from a peacock, kept in a court at the 
rear of the apartment, and was not 
that of a woman. 

On the following day the apartment 
house manager passed the door of the 
Madison apartment. A note pinned to 
the door aroused her suspicions. 

“Do not disturb,” read the note 
‘‘Will call for my linen later.’’ It was 
signed by Mrs. Madison. 

Using a pass key, 
opened the door and entered the apart- 
ment. She went to the bedroom and 
was terror stricken.

Madison, her fourth husband,

Mrs. Madison related how she .was 
unable to rent a revolyer at the place 
suggested by her husband, and said 
she purchased one in a Hollywood 
hardware store. 

Prior to this, Mrs. Madison said, she 
and her husband had talked of visiting 
a mountain ranch, owned by a friend, 
over the week-end, On the evening 
the State claimed Madison was slain, 
she said he left their apartment about 
8:30 p. m., saying he had to see some- 
one about a position offered him in 
Bakersfield, California. 

“te told me to take the car if he 
did not return for me, and go to the 
ranch and that he wvould meet me 
there the next day, as the place was 
only a.short distance off the route 
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from Bakersfield, and the man he was 
doing business with had an automo- 
bile,’’ she added. 

Mrs. Madison then told how, shortly 
after she had retired, she was awak- 
ened by the manager of the apartment 
and others, who thought they had 
heard shots fired. She recalled talk- 
ing in the lobby and finally returning 
to her apartment. 

She declared that her husband did 
not return all night, and about 9 
o’clock the next morning she took 
their automobile and drove to the 
mountain ranch. She asserted she was 
changing from a pair of high-heeled 
slippers to a pair of more comfortable 
shoes in one of the ranch house clos- 
ets when officers walked in and arrest- 
ed her, approximately 24 hours after 
Madison’s body was found. 

After hearing her story, the prose- 
cutor asked: 

“‘Now, Mrs. Madison, what you want 
the jury to believe is that the last time 
you saw your husband was the night 
he left your apartment and that you 
have never seen him since, either dead 
or alive—is that what you want the 
jury to believe?’”’ 

‘‘Yes,”’ replied Mrs. Madison, ‘‘that 

is correct.’’ 

“Well,” continued the 
prosecutor, “when they 
brought you back to Hol- 
lywood and questioned 
you, why didn’t you tell 
the officers about this 
man your husband feared, 
that you have told us 
about today?”’ 

“No, I did not want to 
tell them anything until I 
saw an attorney, and I did 
not do so,” Mrs. Madison 
answered. 

“And there wasn’t any- 
body lying on the bed in 
your apartment when you 
left for the mountain 
ranch, was there?’ de- 
manded the prosecutor.

Using the woman's story

name of the man who shot him, the 


defense explained. 

Mrs. Madison, the defense said, 
through love and loyalty to her hus- 
band, helped cover up his supposed 
crime by permitting the body of the 
slain man to be buried as Madison. 
Her cool behavior on the night of the 
kiing, the defense said, when she 
mingled with other residents of the 
apartment house, indicated she had 


‘ not just killed her husband. 


Dozens. of witnesses appeared in 
court offering testimony both for and 
against the calm, dark-eyed defend- 
ant’s amazing story that the dead man 
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in question was not the defendant’s 
husband, Eric Madison. 

Friends of the victim viewed photo- 
graphs of the slain man and said it 
was the body of Eric Madison. ‘‘There 
is no question of his identity,’’ said a 
friend of many years. Mrs. Georgia 
Madison, a former wife of Madison’s, 
said she attended the funeral, had 
vieweg the body and believed it to be 
that of Madison. : 

The. blood-soaked shorts worn by 
the victim, bearing a laundry mark 
which also was found on wearing ap- 
parel belonging to Mrs. Madison, were 
brought into court. A mole visible on 
the nose of the victim was said to be 
identical to one that Madison had. 
Even the bed on which the body was 
found was brought befvre the jury. 

Other persons were placed on the 
stand by the defense and they ex- 
pressed doubt that the body was that 
of Madison. These witnesses were 
shown photographs of the body and 
they declared they were unable to 
identify it as that of Madison. All said 
they had known him well. 


RS. MADISON’S brother, D. F. 
Mooney, former Sheriff of Dil- 


lon, Montana, where the de- 


‘fendant was born, went on the stand 


to testify that his sister and Madi- 
son, in his opinion, had been happily 
married. ‘They appeared to be deep- 
ly in love with each other. No word 
of friction ever passed between them. 
to my knowledge,” he said. The cou- 
ple was married a year ago at Palm 
Springs, California desert resort. 

Many details of Mrs. Madison’s story 
were attacked by the prosecution. A 
police. officer struck at her story that 
she was in a clothes closet of the 
mountain ranch, changing her shoes, 
when arrested. The officersaid she 
was hiding in the closet, and that the 
lower part of her body was covered by 
her coat. He said she was not chang- 
ing her shoes. 

The owner of the ranch was called 
and testified that Mrs. Madison had 
told him that she had had trouble 
with her husband and was expecting 
the police.

YOUNG seaman found 
unconscious on a park 
~ bench was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital. His 
arms had been scarred 
by a hypodermic 
needle—to drug ad- 
dicts, “the spike.” The tell-tale 
spots of pigment were over the 
veins, a sure sign of the “main- 
line shooter,’’ who, no longer con-: 
tent to’ inject the drug merely un- 
der the skin, pumps it directly in- 
to the blood stream. The physi- 
clans suspected an overdose. 

The exhaustive once-over of 
hospital routine turned up signs of 
diabetes. Glucose and insulin 
cleared them up. Still the sailor 
remained unconscious. Stimulants 
and fluids were administered, but 
he grew steadily weaker, his ‘*tem- 
perature rose from 97 degrees— 
one below normal—to 101, and 
then shot up suddenly to 108, and 
in 36 hours after he entered the 
hospital, he was dead. 

The clinicians were puzzled. An 
unknown poison? Or was it some 
hidden injury or camer of the 
brain? 

Since the man was obviously an 
addict, the case was referred to 
the Medical Examiner's office, 
the modern institution which has 
replaced the Coroner system, and 
was earnestly recommended for 
St. Louis by Prof. Raymond Moley 
eight years ago in the epochal sur- 
veys of the Missouri Association 
for Criminal Justice. 

The specially trained experts of 
that scientific institution promptly 
found malaria parasites ir the 
brain. This was ‘‘E-A’’—estivo- 
autumnal—malaria, a tropical dis- 
ease almost unknown in New York 
since it broke out, 35 years ago, 
among soldiers returning from the 
Spanish-American War. But the 
sailor’s arms were tattooed with 
names of many tropical ports, and 
for a while the examiners thought 
he might have picked up the in- 
fection in the tropics, and suffered 
a relapse after he returned to a 
temperate climate. 

But another case, and another, 
and another—picked up wuncon- 


scious in. a lodging house, a sub- 
way station, a restaurant—were 
referred to the Chief Medical Ex- 
‘aminer, All were .“‘main-.line 
shooters” and all had died of trop- 
ical malaria of the cerebral type. 
The Examiner notified hospitals 
and the police, and predicted that 
many more cases would be found, 
that each case would be associated 
with drug addiction, and so gave 
out the first warning of a strange 
epidemic which has caused 24 
deaths and has not yet run ite 
course, for, Assistant Medical Ex- 
aminer- Milton Helpern recently 
told the American Medical Asso- 
ciation the twenty-fourth was au- 
topsied not long ago. 

Blood smears—microscopic ex- 
amination of the blood—would 
show ‘the malaria plasmodia “big 
as a horse,’’ as Surgeon L. L: Wil- 
liams of the Public Health Serv- 
ice puts it; but hospital physicians 
in New York would hardly be on 
the lookout for a tropical disease 
almost unheard-of there since 
1898.

Febrile, 
tremulous, complaining of chills, 
headache, a cough, 
bones,” invariably they attributed 
their symptoms to drug withdraw- 
al or an impure sample of the

In some instances they resent- 
ed the diagnosis as a joke, or 
a fraud perpetrated on them as a 
means of making them relinquish 
the drug habit. 

Wherever the disease was rec- 
ognized early the ordinary quinine 
treatment was effective. Of the 
16 cases of the cerebral type diag- 
nosed after they had reached 
only . four 
reacted even to intensive treat- 
ment with quinine injected intra- 
venously. 

Among the ‘‘E-A"” or “malig- 
nant“ malaria patients found in 
the survey of prisoners, several 
were found who had never been 
outside New York and one who 
admitted a recent malarial infec- 
tion in the tropics. Several of the 
57 patients were known to fre- 
quent the same lodging houses. 
Not a case was reported without 
drug addiction. Every single case 


.of estivo-autumnal malaria cen- 


tered in the brain, whereas, in the 
tropics, 45 per cent of infections 
of this form had beeuw shown to 
center in other organs.

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thorities concluded, indicated a 
single strain of the nfalaria para- 
sites—so far as the estivo-autum- 
nal epidemic was concerned—a 
single source, in a carrier who had 
brought the disease from the 
tropics, 
from addict to addict. But, in a 
locality where, Dr. Helpern re- 
marked, the anopheles or malaria 
mosquito was uncommon, what 
was the agent of transmission? 
The answer, as developed with 
the assistance of the police Nar- 
cotic and Homicide squads, was 
bound up with the curious habits 
and unique, makeshift apparatus 
of a pitiful part of the under- 
world. The ‘“main-line shooter” 
is a new-comer to New York. He 
appeared a few years ago in Cairo, 
Egypt; two years ago in ‘San Fran- 
cisco, last year at Omaha, Fort 
Leavenworth and New Orleans— 
whence one of the patients went 
to New York—and everywhere the 
practice of intravenous drug in- 


jection was accompanied by an 


outbreak of malaria. 

In Egypt it is reported that the 
“‘main-line shooters’”’ of Cairo, fol- 
lowing a malaria epidemic of more 
than 100 cases, are returning to 
their old habit of “‘sniffing’’ the 
drug. But, Dr. Helpern remarked, 
ho such reversion has appeared 
in New York. New cases among 
“main-line shooters” are being re- 
ported from time to time, though 
not so frequently since last Febru- 
ary. 

Only this advanced form of the 
drug habit, tapping a malaria-in- 
fested blood stream, only common 
use of ‘‘the works’’ by two or more 
addicts, and probably only such a 
makeshift syringe, could have ac- 
counted for the New York epi- 
demic. 

“The works,” as the investiga- 
tors discovered, was an ordinary 
mediciie dropper with a hypoder- 
mic needle attached, An air-tight 
connection was obtained by wrap- 
ping a piece of paper about the 
glass tip of the dropper. 

Frequently, Detectives Jocker 
and Oswald found, addicts lacking 
the price of an individual supply 
of the drug would pool their 
funds, buy one “shot,” dissolve it 
in water and draw it up in the 
syringe, and: then “shoot up to- 
gether."" The instrument was 
never sterilized. 

The addicts admitted the prac- 
tice without hesitation. Many of 
them did not know who’ else had 
used “the works” in common with 
them, for often the syringe was 
hidden. at some appointed place 
and used in rapid succession by

- spread the disease, since it would ~- 


several, none known to the others. 
Thus they avoided arrest in pos- 
session of ‘‘the works.’’ Sometimes 
the hiding place was a wash room. 
Sometimes it was a vacant apart- 
ment owned by a drug peddler, to 
whom the addict paid a fee for the 
use of the apparatus in privacy. 


Probably a regular syringe, or 
injection below the skin even with 
the makeshift, would not have 


not have drawn up the blood in 
which the parasites reside. But 
when the crude “works’’ penetrat- 
ed the vein, a droplet of infected 
blood was drawn into the syringe 
to be spread among other common 
users in the subsequent injections. 

Dozens of contacts of this sort 
were found among the patients. 
Twice a Narcotic Squad detective 
saw addicts ‘“‘shooting up togeth- 


er) — 


er,’’ arrested them and confiscat- 
ed the apparatus. One of them 
died in malarial coma shortly aft- 
er arrest. 

‘It is apparent,’’ Dr. Helpern 
warned his confreres, ‘‘that a diag- 
nosis of malaria should always be 
considered a possibility when an 
obscure fever is present in a 
known drug addict, especially of 
the type using the intravenous 
route for injection of drugs. 

“It is obviously important that 
carriers be effectively isolated and 
treated in order to prevent fur- 
ther direct transmission, and also 
to prevent the slight possibility of 
indirect transmission of the dis- 
ease to the general population by 
anopheles mosquitoes during 
warm weather.”’

to know about his parents and 
home, the kind of neighborhood 
he lived in, how he got along with 
wife and children, what religious 
training he has had, what prog- 
ress he made at schol and at 
work, what sort of associates he 
had and what were his principal 
recreations. He studies the man’s 
personality from a sociological 
standpoint, trying to determine 
his position in relation to his fel- 
lows. Is he a leadey or a follower, 
for one thing, and has he had nor- 
mal social intercourse? 

The sociologist talks to the con- 
vict about his criminal career— 
how and when he started breaking 
laws, any previous convictions or 
arrests, any escapes from penal in- 
stitutions or broken paroles, any 
misdeeds for which he was not 
punished.: His particular interest 
is to determine the prisoner’s ex- 
perience in crime— whether, what- 
ever his formal record, he should 
be considered a reeidivist, firmly 
established in the ways of the law 
breaker. 


EFORE the sociologist com- 
B picts his work with a new 

convict he finds out where 
additional information about him 
may be obtained—such sources 
as schools, social agencies, em- 
ployers, doctors, hospitals, _rel- 
atives, other prisons. To these 
the board sends questionnaires 
containing a variety of inquiries 
as to the man’s habits and 
traits, the answers to which 
may help in understanding his 
personality. A former employ- 
er might very well give more reli- 
able information as to his indus- 
try, and a sister as to his temper, 
than the prisoner would give him- 
self. 

When the sociologist has fin- 
ished with him, the convict is 
turned over ‘to 2 psychologist. In 
company with other prisoners he 
is first given a standard intelli- 
gence teat, the Alpha test of the 
army, a written examination. If 
he fails to score above the feeble- 
minded, he receives an individual 
examination with the Stanford- 
Binet test; some who have made 
very low grades in ine Alpha quiz, 
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perhaps because of temperamental 
inability to do their best with a 
group, disclose normal intelligence 
in the second test. But if he still 
rates as sub-normal after the sec- 
ond, he may be given a third—the 
“performance test,’’ which is to 
show the subject’s response to ob- 
jective things, his ability in man- 
ual operations. Prisoners who can- 
not read or write take this exam- 
ination instead of the preliminary 
group test. 

By these standard measures the 
prisoner’s intellect is gauged. This 
is one of the important factors in 
determining where he shall be 
confined and what his prison ac- 
tivities shall be, especially wheth- 
er he seems able to benefit from 
further schooling or vocational 
training. 

A psychiatrist—Dr. Barrick at 
Joliet—gives the final examina- 
tion. Before he sees the prisoner 
he has read the official record 
concerning him, the reports of so- 
cilologists and psychologists and 
the information in whatever ques- 
tionnaires have been returned. 
These serve as the basis of his 
study. 

The psychiatrist's most obvious 
task, of course, is to determine 
whether the prisoner is sane; he 
must guard against letting a luna- 


tic be confined with mentally nor- 


mal ‘convicts. In addition, he 
watches for evidence of mental 
or emotional ailments which do 
not constitute insanity, but which 
are important considerations in 
the treatment of a prisoner. As 
part of the interview, he talks to 
the man about his ¢rime. He tries 
to get the offender’s version of 
the thing and tries to find out 
why he committed the crime and 
how he feels about it. 

As: they converse, the psychi- 
atrist is attentive not only to 
what the other says but what he 
does—movements | and facial ex- 
pressions, 

From such indications, the 
self-revelation in the man's con- 
versation and what the psychi- 
atrist has.already learned about 
him, Dr. Barrick reaches a con- 
clusion as to his mental condition 


and personality. The éntire board

port, embodying the combined 
opinions of the examiners cencern- 
ing the prisoner, and making 
suitable recommendations. It 
classifies him as to criminal type, 
personality type, intelligence and 
physical condition. It advises that 
he be confined in some particular 
branch of the penitentiary, indi- 
cates how closely he needs to be 
guarded, suggests the kind of 
work he might do and perhaps 
schooling, vocational training, rec- 
reation and special physical or 
mental therapeutic measures. 
It looks ahead to parole and 
suggests conditions for such re- 
lease. 


HE report goes to Frank D. 
Whipp, Superintendent of 
Prisons and warden of the 
penitentiaries at Joliet and State- 
ville. Whipp carries out the rec- 
ommendations unless administra- 
tive requirements make it inadvis- 
able. For example, Roger Touhy, 
Basil Banghart and two of their 
gangster associates were all classi- 
fied as belonging in the prison at 
Joliet, but Touhy was sent to an- 
othe: prison and Banghart to a 
third merely to separate a group 
that might engage in dangerous 
plotting, it was thought, if left-to- 
gether. \ ar 
The classification system — 
which applies, incidentally, only 
to male convicts—is designed pri- 
marily to benefit the prisoners 
themselves by making their im- 
prisonment as constructive as con- 
ditions permit. It was worked out 
by a group of judges, lawyers, 
prison administrators, criminolo- 
gists and physicians, and had the 
support of Governor Horner. The 
broad plan, of which it is a part, 
is based, says Dr, Schroeder, ‘‘on 
the theory that all prisoners at 
some time may return to the com- 
munity, consequently their train- 
‘ng while in prison should be con- 
ducted so tiat they may be able to 
make satisfactory adjustments to 
civilian life upon release. In plan- 
ning this program for the training 


-and care of prisoners, considera- 


tion has been given to their differ- 
enees, and to the necessity for 
adapting their training to suit 
their ——— needs and - *prob- 
lema. — |
